THE GERMAN PEACE PROPOSAL. 

WHEN we wrote last week, we were, like the rest of the world, quite 
unaware of the fact that the German peace proposal to be transmitted to 
the Allies was merely a windy utterance, couched in the spirit of braggadocio 
which marked HERR VON BETHMANN HOLLWEG’S accompanying announce. 
ment, and devoid of anything in the nature of concrete propositions. Even 
allowing for all the pressing- domestic and other motives at work, we had 
scarcely imagined that the much-trumpeted note to the Allies _would 
offer not a single hint as to the terms upon which the Germans were 
desirous of making peace. Such has, however, proved to be the case, 
There is in the CHANCELLOR'S speech, of which as the PREMIER tells us 
the note is but a paraphrase, no suggestion of the restitution and reparation 
upon which the Allies justly insist as a condition precedent, and there is no 
guarantee whatever that the crime, or rather series of crimes, which 
Germany has perpetrated will, not be repeated at the first opportunity. 
In the circumstances it is totally impossible to regard the German 
move as a serious starting point of peace negotiations. Every 
country, and every section of the country, yearns for an end to the 
present horrible conflict. As Jews, in particular, we long for it with 
all the passionate love of peace ingrained in our nature by the faith and the 
traditions of ages. To Jews, perhaps more than any other people, blood- 
shed and carnage, killing and maiming, are beyond words repulsive ; 
tolerable only as the one means at man’s disposal for righting great inter- 
national wrongs and for establishing and maintaining priceless principles 
among peoples. But we cannot regard the action, so far, of the German 
Government, and still less their tone, as a worthy and practicable move for 
the attainment of peace. Rather would the acceptance of the Chancellor’s 
haughty offer present itself to us as a betrayal of the cause for which the 
issue has been joined, and a crime before God, who is the God of righteous- 
ness and justice between nation and nation, and man and man. 


THE DOOR OPEN. 


WE rejoice, however, to see, as we last week expressed th 
hope, that Mr. Lroyvp GerorGE has not slammed the door in the 
face of Germany, should she honourably desire to end the war upon 
conditions compatible with the world’s highest interests. “We will 
therefore wait,” he told the House of Commons, “ until we hear what 
terms and guarantees the German Government offer, other than those, 
better than those, syrer than those, which she so lightly broke.” That 
is an attitude worthy of the Premier of this great country, anxious 
to adjust the grand quarrel with a minimum of bloodshed and sorrow. 
It is an attitude eloquent of a high sense of duty towards.mankind ‘and its 
Maker, and the only one which could have been expected of Great Britain. 
It is now for Germany to give proofs of its honesty by stating its terms in 
clear and unequivocal language. If it refuses to do so, or if the terms it 
offers fall short of the imperious necessities of the case, then upon its head 


alone must lie the guilt of the fresh streams of blood that will drench the 


already sodden fields of war. 


This is a struggle for international right, international honour, international 
good faith—the channel along which peace, honour, and good will must flow 
among men. The embankment laboriously bui:t up by generations of men against 
barbarism has been broken, and bad not the might of Britain passed into the 
breach, Europe wonld have been inundated with a flood of savagery and unbridled 
lust of power. The plain sense of fairplay among nations, the growth of an 
international conscience, the protection of the weak against the strong by the 
stronger, the consciousness that justice has a more powerful backing in this world 
than greed, the knowledge that any outrage upon fair dealing between nations, 
great or small, will meet with prompt and meritable chastisement—these 
constitute the causeway along which humanity was progressing slowly to higher 
things. The triumph of Prussia would sweep it all away, and leave mankind to 
struggle helpless in the morass. | 


Those words—the cencluding sentences in the historic speech Mr. LLoyp > 
GEORGE made in the House of Commons on Tuesday—we heartily 


subscribe to as Jews, even more energetically than as citizens. For “the 
triumph of Prussia,” with its “flood of savagery and unbridled lust of 
power,” while it might mean all the Premier depicted, to mankind in general, 
would mean even something more to all that is worthy in Judaism and 


Jewry. They would not “ struggle helpless in the morass,” assuming the 


case which Mr. GEORGE predicated, for they would not have life left where- 
with to struggle: The “ flood of savagery ” would have overwhelmed them 
and left them moribund, if not dead. 


“THE ICA. 


Tue annual report of the Ica, a portion of which—the part that 
is so far published—we summarise in another column, gives evidence, as 
might have been expected, of the effects of the war upon the Association’s 
operations. But it is on the whole an encouraging and, in one sense, a 
pleasing document, for it is surely comforting to find accounts of Jewish 
farmers in Russia, Brazil, Canada, and Argentine, ploughing their fields and 
reaping their harvests in spite of the conflict which is devastating so much 
of the rest of the world, including a great proportion of the Jewish home- 
steads. Especially notable, perhaps, is the progress of the Jewish colonists in 
areas so close to the battlefields as Bessarabia and Podolia, and the 
Russian Government will, we hope, see tthe need of supporting and 
extending these and other Russo- Jewish Colonies, not merely after the war, 
but now when agriculture is as vital to victory as munitions themselves, 
In Argentina, so closely associated with the beneficent schemes of the

reading the details of all these operations, can fail to realise that the 
various schemes, ranging as they do over a diverse series of territories, 
are of use mainly, if not solely, as a somewhat costly demonstration of the 
one sure means of helping on the solution of the Jewish difficulty. When 
the war ends, and the machinery of the Association can be regularised and 
restored toa more normal conditions, it will be for the Jewish people, taking 
in hand the task of social reconstruction, to consider whether the work of 
the Ica, upon its present lines, offers the best opportunity for—and how far, 
and in what way, it can be dove-tailed into—the very large activities 
which must assuredly be undertaken as soon as peace is at hand. But 
above all it will be for them to see how far and to what extent they may 
profit by the successes—and failures—-of the Icain placing Jewish self-help on 
safe and broad lines, not of philanthropy, but of national effort, applying the 
lessons not in scattered places but in the one historic Home of the Jewish 
people.

RUSSIAN-BORN AND MILITARY SERVICE. 

AMONG the questions left unsolved by the last Government was the 
vexed problem of the recruiting of Russians of military age, residing in this 
country. The: position, as it existed when Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL vacated 
the Home Office, was that indirect compulsion having met with serious 
obstacles, a voluntary effort was resolved upon. October 25th was fixed as 
the last day for its operation, but that date has long past, and no light ha 
been thrown upon the further ministerial intentions. A question addre<sed 
week to the Chancellor of the [:xchequer, Mr. Bon vr Law, elicited 
the information that the Russian Government had not asked for the return of

GERMANY AND RUMANIAN JEWS. | 

Tue German invaders of Rumania have proclaimed the gift of equal 
rights for the Jewish inhabitants of the country. We doub. whether the 
offer will be accepted by the Jews at its face value. They will want to 
know, for instance, why the German nation are so eager to extend to 
Rumanian Jews what they deny to their own Jewish countrymen. Jhe 
better informed among them may also inquire how it was, that when Great 
Britain desired, some years ago, to raise the question of the position of tke 
Rumanian Jews, the German Government thought fit to stand in the way. 
It is remarkable, none the less, to watch the assiduity with which Germany 
seizes on every chance of posing as the champion of oppressed Jewry. In 
America, some time back, an official of its Embassy declared that one of ‘ts 
conditions of peace would be equal rights for Jews.. In Kumania again, we 
see a formal offer of these rights. There can, of course, be no doubt as 
to the motives which prompt these manicuvres. The object is partly to bid 
for the support of American Jews and other Jewish neutrals, and in part to 
discredit the position of the Allies as the defenders of small peoples. The 
best way open to the Allies: to counter these movements is. perfectly 
apparent and need not be laboured, and this. way we earnestly trust they 


- will not be long in choosing. - Jewish freedom taking birth in the tainted 


home of modern anti-Semitism seems something of an anomaly, 
A STORM IN A TEA-CUP, 
Tue Board of Deputies seems to have had last Sunday a subject that 


went to its very heart and conscience; for the question of whether or ‘not 


the Jewish dealers in groceries should have an extra allowance of sugar for 
Passover, enchained its energies for at least one hour by the clock. The 
discussion; in which nearly all the members joined with great animation— 
some of them several times—appears to have had a double basis. There was 
a commercial and a religious question at issue; and both, apparently, 
turned on the fear that if the purchaser of Passover groceries could not 
obtain a sufficient allowance of sugar at histJewish shop, he would go to a 
non-Jewish.establishment. This would be bad for the grocer, and damag- 
ing to our religious interests. It rests, however, on the assumption that the 
Jewish public are not only weak religiously, but slack in the matter of 
citizenship and each proposition has about as much force as the other, viz., 
nil. The CHler RABBI seems to have pleaded that the children couid not 
find enough nutriment in Matzoth, and that their diet must therefore be 
reinforced by an extra amount of sugar. It was not stated how the 
authorities were to be sure that the sugar would reach the little ones and not 


the adults, nor did anybody answer the forcible suggestion that if there 
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were not sufficient sugar for the infants, their elders should make good the 
deficiency by themselves going short. Neither did it occur to 
any Deputy to inquire just how much suffering was likely to be inflicted 


upon the little ones by having to eat Matzoth for eight days, without the 


consolation of extra sugar. And so the community, which has ere now 
fought out the sternest national struggles, and whore sons at the various 
fronts to-day are with general acquiescence abrogatin; every ritual law, is 


to. go whining ‘to the Government in these days of trial and to plead 


for a little more sugar so that the children may rigidly observe the 
eating of unleavened bread! Inthe end, the Deputies wound up by passing 
on the defence of the communal sweet tooth to another body, which probably 


has nothing whatever to do with the matter. We think that the community, 


which is made to cut such a sorry figure at a moment of extreme national 
strain, has a serious grievance in this matter; and if others are so sadly 
deficient in the sense of proportion, it will desire us to say that it seeks 
nothing more than the rest of the nation is getting—and that it is ashamed 


that the time of its representative body should have been occupied by the 


subject.

But we should doubt 
whether this method of measurement is the true one. We notice, by-the- 
way, that two Jews have been elected as State Governors. One of these 
is the Governor of Utah, the first Democratic and non-Mormon candidate 
to obtain the post. It is interesting to cbserve a Jew carrying the flag of 
monogamy to triumph. |

The Maccabee Spirit. 
| Here and Now. 
UDAISM is a complex, if not a complicated, conception. Those. best 
‘ know it, understand it, and appreciate it, who refuse, by defining it, to 


limit it. It is not so much a portion of life, as the life and every | 


portion of life—to those, that, is who know it, understand it and 
appreciate it in its fulness. To call Judaism a religion, to limit it to the 
synagogue is as absurd as the vogue, which in late years, has grown up in 
certain quartets, of claiming to be so thoroughly a Jew as, if not necessarily to 
be outside the synagogue, at least to see no necessity to remain within. When 
Matthew Arnold said of the Jew that Religion was nine-tenths of his 
existence, he understated the case by exactly ten per cent., if by Religion 
he meant Judaism. He most probably looked upon Judaism and Religion 
as synonymous. He thought of Judaism as a religion and nothing more. 
If he had understood Judaism he must have said that to the Jew, Judaism 


was cent. per cent. of his being. It is told of Mr. J.-P. Morgan’ 


that when asked whether he knew Mr. Jacob Schiff he declared he knew 
him only as far as- Blank Street—indicating the confines of the financial 
quartet of New York. Not afew Jews know theic Judaism in about the 
same way as Mr. Morgan acknowledged acquaintance with Mr. Jacob 
Schiff. Past the gates of the Synagogue they are strangers to their faith. 
But it is exactly this sort of Jew who seldom finds himself within the 
Synagogue gates. His friendship with Judaism is thus of the severely 
Piatonic order. A haughty nod or a stiff’ formal handshake, and, “I really 
am not ashamed to know yon, don’t you know,” is what poor Judaism has 
to be content with. | 


COUAINTANCESHIP, recognition, friendship of this anaemic quality 

tt does not take much time to dissolve. They evaporate by the 
warmth of other ties based upon sterner stutf. Grappled to the heart with 
hooks of steel these other alliances grow and prosper, and poor Judaism 
is left to wither in the cold of that half-disdain and half-boredom, 
waich poor relations, particularly if they are.in any way 
exigent, are almost certain to evoke in even the best-regulated families. 
The present writer had vividly brought to his notice, not so very long ago, 
this severely limited cognisance that is cultivated by some Jews of Judaism. 
At the dinner-table of one of the pillars of the Synagogue—Uniied, | 
mean—conversation turned upon a line of Milton, of which the host 
ventured an analogue, first in French and then in German—it was before 
the war, needless to add. It occurred to me that a verse in the Psalms. one 
that forms part of the Sabbath ritual, was an appropriate translation of the 
poet's quoted words. I ventured the verse in the original, and the host's 
face lowered, while his lady turned in her seat inevident discomfort. ‘" My 


dear tellow,” said the host subsequently, when we were alone, “I'ancy your 
bringing in Hebrew! We weren't in Synagogue!’’ I gently reminded 
lim that he had brought in” German and French. That is different,” 


him 

he exclaimed. “ iut we weren't on the Boulevards or Unter den Linden.”’ 
I said musingly, almost to myself. It was’no good; the proper place for 
Hebrew was in the Synagogue, there was no arguing about it with my good 
friend if for no other reason, because I was his guest. But the incident 
burnt itself upon my memory, It was the vulgar mental attitude towards 
Judaism which my host, an otherwise charming, kindly, genial, and not 
Inartistic person, adopted. 


Hi. incident comes to mind now, as it has many times since it occurred 
when something utterly inconsistent with the purview of Jews and 
Judaism revealed by it has presented itself. Take Chanucah, its 
origin, -its meaning, and all it stands for! -Compare with these the 
frame of mind that could see anything reprehensible in the quoting 
of Hebrew at a dinner table, or that would relegate Hebrew strictly, 
rigidly to the Synagogue. There is little doubt this pillar of the synagogue 
had frequently at public meetings invoked the memory of the Maccabee 
spirit. How has it appealed to him? It has become reflected in his mind 
as merely an incitement and encouragement to military prowess and the 
bravery of the battlefield. The Maccabee spigit indeed is for him, if the 
word-play may be allowed, the * Ma-khaki” spirit. That the Maccabeans 
were splendid warriors and fine fighters, that the best-known of them was a 
consummate general and a strategist, to whom even to-day military.

authorities acknowledge their indebtedness, is quite true. But it is not for 
these things that we Jews hold them in tender and grateful memory. We 
do so because of the object they attained by their military genius, which in 
turn was but a means and not an end. That is a point too frequently ignored in 
the celebration of Chanucah, and very much too much ignored by those who, 
like my gooc¢host, to whom I have referred, invoke thoughtlessly the spirit of 
the Maccabeans. The Maccabee spirit so fer as it betokens bravery and 
valour aud military prowess is of comparatively minor importance to us when 
compared with the object that arousedit. What was that object? It was 
to stay the progress of assimilation among our people, to which they were 
no less ‘prone in the days of the old Priest of Midian than 
they are in these times. It was not merely the purity of the Temple 
and the cleansing of the altar which impelled the fighting of the 
Maccabeans, Those were symbols of the true element for Jews, the element 
of Judaism which the Maccabees, at least, perceived that their whole existence, 
their lives, their all, must inhabit if they would be true and loyal, and, 
above all, secure as Jews, and able to do their work as Jews on earth. 


HIS inwardness of the Maccabee spirit is seldom recognised, and less 
often appreciated. It was not’recognised nor appreciated by my 

host, who objected to my quoting Hebrew at his dinner-table and who would 
relegate “all that sort of thing” to the Synagogue, not knowing Judaism 
past the synagogue gates. Nor is it recognised or appreciated by those 
who present the Maccabee spirit as just military valour. That was the 


husk of it. The kernel was its desire to protect Judaism from the cankering 


rust of assimilation, to infuse in those who should be happy—hapbpy. 
and not merely proud—because they are Jews, a consciousness of Judaism 
which shall pervade their lives everywhere and in all circumstances. 


-E still observe the Chanucah and still prate of the Maccabee spirit 
How few of us recognise our Judaism past the synagogue gates'!—how 
many find ourselves within the Synagogue gates suticiently often 
to hold the Jew and Judaism in life-acquaintance? Yet say 
we wonder at the drift from the ranks of Jewry! It = was 
well said in reterence to the Feast of Lights this week. that the apt 
prayer for the Jew—and it need not in deference to consistency be con- 
fined to’ Channcah—is: “Give light in our time O, Lord '’—the light 
which illumined the soul of the Maccabeans and induced their priceless 
spirit of loyalty to their people and their people’s true mission in the 
world.

JEWISH COLONISATION ASSOCIATION. 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


EXCLUSIVE FRENCH AND BRITISH MANAGEMENT, 


[(COMMUNICATED. ] 


The statutory annual meeting of the Jewish Colonisation Association (the Ica) 
was held on Friday last at the Offices, 16, Old Broad Street, E.C. Mr. Claude 
G. Montefiore, representing the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Alliance 
Israclite Universelle, presided. The other member of the Council present, in 
person, was Mr. Herbert G. Lousada, and he represented by proxy Messrs. 
Salomon Reinach and Mr. Leonard L. Cohen. 

The statement of income and expenditure, and the balance-sheet and report 
of auditors were laid on the table and received. The annual report of the Associa- 
tion for 1915 (an extract from the summary of which we append) was presented 
to the meeting, received and adopted. 

The CHAIRMAN said that owing to the war the Association was continuing its 
work as far as possible without entering upon fresh developments. In Argentina, 
the colonies were doing well and making headway towards independence. They 
hada population there of 24.000, and their ‘colonies in the United States and 
Canada were in a satisfactory condition. In Russia, however, the work was 


necessarily interfered with by the war, the districts most thickly occupied by Jews 
being in German hands. 


The Council was elected for the next five years, and one gentleman, being an | 


enemy subject, was not re-elected, it being explained that the management during 
the period of the war would be entirely in French and British hands. 

The following were re-elected members of the Council for five years, their 
terms of office having expired :—Messrs. Leonard L. Cohen, Ii. G. Lousada, 
and Salomon Reinach. Professor Albert Wahl was, on the nomination of Messrs. 
Netter and Reinach, elected a member of the Council in place of the late M. Nar- 
cisse Leven, for a period of five years. Messrs. Jocelyn, Miles and Co., were 
appointed Auditors for the year 1917. 


SUMMARY OF ANNUAL REPORT. 
I—ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


The year 1915 was on the whole better for 


ur Argentine .Colonies than the 
preceding year. 


The Southern groups, favoured ‘by excellent climatic conditions, have 
witnessed an appreciable improvement in their situation. In particular, Baron 
Hirsch and Narcisse Leven Colonies obtained a harvest the yield of which had 
never before been attained. The Mauriccio Colony hkewise benefited from a good 
maize harvest. In the North, unhappilv—Entre Rios, Clara, Lucienville—the 
conditions were not the same. Moisesville and Montefiore again suffered from 
floods. The Government, impressed by this state of affairs, gave orders for a 
series Of works, which, while assuring a better flow of water, will prevent or 
minimise at ieast the danger of further floods. A number of the Montefiore 
colonists, discouraged by the series of misfortunes which they have experienced 
since their installation, have quitted the colony. 

The Central Administration took measures for the benefit of the most sorely 
tried Colonists, by furnishing them with the means to repair in part the losses 
they had incurred, and to procure the seed required for 1915-1916. 

The sowing for the agricultural year 1915-1916 was everywhere carried out 
under good conditions. The area sown with oats and rye was greater than in 
1914, viz., 224,675 bectares against 168,014 hectares. Wheat was 95,972 hectares 
against 65,597 hectares, and lucerne 68,136 hectares. 

Fresh installations by means of loans have been suspended for the period 
of the war, only 35 families were installed without loans. 

The superficial’area of colonised land at the end of 1915 was 371,025 hectares 
out of a total of 550,000 hectares, which constitute'the Association's property in the 
Argentine. The number of Colonists at the end of 1915 was 2,599, the total 
population being about 24,500 souls. | 

The colonists continue to apply themselves by preference to extensive 
cultivation. Cattle-breeding was not marked by any appreciable development. 
The total heads of cattle were 127,424 (65,511 bovine and 61,913 equine.) The 
rearing of poultry was developed normally in the entire Rios Colonies. The 
dairy industry has been more and more neglected by the colonists despite the 
immense encouragement which the Central Administration gave them. he 
floods at Moisesville and Montefiore which rendered the ‘roads impassable for a 
great part of the year, compelled the dairies to cease operations until October. 

Thanks, on the one hand, to the excellent harvest in the Southern Colonies, 
and on the other, to an appreciable improvement in the system of re-payments, 
and to closer co-operation on the part of the Colonists’ Co-operative Societies, 
the re-payments in 1915 reached the unprecedented sum of 1,182,825 dols. In 
1914, the sum was 238,274 dols. 

The villages in the colonies number seventeen, of which four are still in 
course of formation. They contain a population of 10,394 and comprise /1,206 
buildings. The business and industrial concerns number 496; the communal 
establishments (schools, synagogues, churches, and hospitals) number twenty-one. 
Moiseville is still the most important of the villages and has 3,400 inhabitants ; 
the smallest village has a population of 100. 

The schools continue to work regularly, They number 65, and have 4,294 
pupils (2,311 boys and 1,983 girls) who are taught by 130 teachers, Endeavours 
are made to inculcate in the children a liking for field work and for traditional 
worship, in addition to giving them a general education. , : 

- The religion classes continued their normal course. Numbering 25, they 
were attended by 2,435 pupils. The instruction imparted by the 130 teachers is 
continually being improved under the direction of Rabbi Halphon. The local 
contributions are ever on the increase, an evident proof of the utility and the 
success of the classes. 

The co-operate societies now number nine; their membership is 2,435 and 
nominal capital 696,000 dols., with a su scribed capital of 482,947 dols. The 
amount advanced by the Association is 869,000 dols., and the reserve fund stands 
at 158,200 dols. The societies advanced to the colonists, in 1915, 1,290,745 dols. 
Owing to the war, emigration of Jews to countries across the Atlantic has suffered 
acheck, In 1915 only 589 new arrivals were registered, against 3,682 in 1914 and 
10,049..in.1913. ..Of these 589 persons, 25 only proceeded to colonies of the 
Association. 


11.—BRAZIL. 


The colonies in Brazil are in process of re-organisation. The results obtained 
in 1915 permit the future to be regarded with confidence. The Philippson 
Colony numbers 79 families (356 souls); 58 are installed as colonists, 8 are related

the produce known and appreciated. The second source of income of the 


.Philippson colonists is their cattle, of which there were 1,0861n 1915. There are. 


2 schools with 96 pupils. The sanitary situation of the Colony 1s satisfactory. 

The year 1915 was marked by a strong exodus of the members of the Quatro 
Irmaos Colony to towns in Brazil and the Argentina. On the 3lst December 
there remained 73 colonists (in all 516 persons). The sowings:for-1915-1916 were. 
fairly important, although the first half of the year was spoiled for agricultural 
Operations. The Central Administration came to the aid of the colonists by 
supplying them with seed and by authorising them to utilise cleared land which 
had been abandoned by their former occupants. The colonists sow cereals and 
vegetables and each one breels poultry for his own use. The cattle, especially 
cows, is in good condition. The colonists obtained better prices than was the 
case in 1914+. At the beginning of the year there were 5 schools; owing to the 
departure of colonists.only 3 remained open after the month of June. They were 
attended in December by 49 pupils. The teaching is satisfactory. 

IiI:—UNITED STATES. 

The Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Aid Society granted, in 1915, 396 
agricultural loans (for 190,036 dols ), against 327 (for 176,811 dols.) in 1914: 
Another State (Vermont) has been added to the field of the Society's Operations. 
The Farm Labour Bureau found employment, as agricultural labourers, for 1,017 
(against 937 in 1914).°. Although the financial situation of the Society has obliged 
it somewhat to limit the scope of its operations, it has, nevertheless, worked 
normally. 

The 1,821 persons assisted in 1915 by the Industrial Removal Office have 
been distributed in 241 centres. the States receiving the largest number being : 
Michigan (278), Ohio (272), Illinois (239), and California (172), Russians formed 
about 77 per cent. of the emigrants. | 

Three hundred and sixty-two pupils of the Trade School in New York com- 
pleted their studies in 1915. The Agricultural School at Woodbine had &7 
pupils on the 31st December. Of 102 who had left during the year, 70 were sent 
to agricultural establishments. 

IV.—CANADA. | 

Thanks to exceptional climatic conditions, Canada experienced an excellent 
harvest in 1915. The grain produce exceeded three milliards of bushels, ‘The 
Jewish Colonies naturally participated in this general prosperity. The Montreal 
Committee of the Ica contributed to this result by supplying, at the proper time, 
seed to those centres which were in need of it. The yield was not only abundant 
but realised advantageous prices. We, however, had to deal with an exceptional 
year, which cannot serve-as.a basis for fixing the economic situation of. the 
Colonies. In the opinion of the Ica’s representatives in the country, and in that 
of competent authorities, their future lies in the adoption of a mixed system: 
Combination of extensive cultivation with cattle breeding. The majority of Jewish 
agriculturists appear disposed to share this view. In general, moreover, thev 
have very appreciably improved their methods of labour. There are 14 Colonies 
with a population of 1,816, and the number of acres under cultivation in 1915 was 
23,215, as against 20,333 acresin 1914.. The value of the harvest was 378,655 dols., 
as against 170,135 dols. in 1914. he heads of cattle numbered 1,496 horses, and 
1,588 cows. 

V.—RUSSIA.. 

- Owing to present events and the difficulty of communications, the Ica has 
received only general statements on. the activity of its undertakings in Russia 
during the year 1915. The report of the Central Committee at Petrograd on the 
progress Of technical education has not yet come to hand. 

Military events have interrupted the agricultural work in the North-Western 
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Governments. It has been continued in other regions where there are groups of 
Jewish agricultural centres, but in view of the situation it has heen greatly 
diminished. In the Colonies of the Government of Kherson the year 1915 was 
good, thanks to excellent climatic conditions. Wheat, barley, rye, vines yielded 
produce much above the average. Consequently, repayments reached the 
estimated figure, viz., 60,000 roubles. Part only of the estimated expenditure, 
24,169 roubles out of +1,210 roubles, h&s been incurred, In present circumstances 
it has been found preferable to incur. only stricily indispensable outlays and to 
abstain from all new enterprises. The Co-operative Loan Funds continue their 
useful work in these colonies. The harvests were equally good in the colonies of 
the Government of Ekaterinoslav. Cereals realised advantageous prices. The 
samme was the case with the produce of vines and dairies. The colonists likewise 
earned no mean sum by making waggons, Nevertheless, repayments only 
amounted to 27,680 roubles instead of 40,000 roubles as anticipated. This result 
is explained as being due to the moral depression of the colonists, which induces 
them to exercise strict economy, in view of possible hard times, Only 15,500 
roubles out of 26,930 roubles provided for have been spent, as several items of 
; expenditure for various objects were proportionately reduced. 
aa In the colonies of Bessarabia and Podolia, the planting of vines, shrubs, and 
a tobacco are the principal occupations of the colonists. Climatic conditions were 
| about the same as in the other Southern Governments. The harvests were good 
Be and the prices high, especially for tobacco. On account of existing circumstances 
se operations were considerably slackened. The credits voted only amounted to 
17,855 roubles, and yet but 11,125 roubles were expended. Loans were limited to

It should, however, not be forgotten that the Loan Fund at Resina has at its 
disposal a special fund of 50;000 roubles, thanks to which 450 planters, cultivating 
1,000 dessiatins, have been able toobtainloans. Therepayments, 21,674 roubles, 
exceeded the estimate. The colonists are to be congratulated on these results, 
especially as they are ina region so close to the theatre of war. : 
The nursery at Soroki gave mediocre results, the consequence of the general 
situation. Not only has it had to suffer from the sale of its produce at reduced 
prices, but owing to transport material having being requisitioned for the Army, 
» it has been frequently unable to execute some orders sent to it. The income was 
5,751 roubles instead of 8,400 roubles provided for in the budget. The expendi- 
ture was Slightly reduced, but there was a deficit of 4,274 roubles. 
The war has exercised an inevitable influence on the loan and savings banks 
- established for the benefit of the Jewish population. Certain of these establish- 
ments, which operate in localities close to the theatre of war, have been obliged 
to suspend their labours: others have considerably reduced their work. The 
majority, however, have continued their activities on almost normal lines, while 
exercising great prudence on their’ divers operations. If the mobilisation of a 
portion of the active forces of the country has brought about considerable 
disturbance of the economic life, on the other hand the work necessitated by the 
needs of the army has led in many centres toa recrudescence of the industrial 
and commercial life, which has been favourable to the funds above referred to. 
Unfortunately a large number of these funds, 277, of which 85 are debtors to the 
amount of 365,009 roubles, are in that part of the territory which is occupied by 
the enemy. 
With the view to providing work for their members, who are artisans or 
labourers, some of the funds have executed orders for requisites for the army. 
On the other hand a number of the funds have been obliged to provide their 
members with articles of primary necessity. The funds operating in agricultural 
colonies have organised loans on grain in order to enable the cultivators to realise 
their harvests at the highest possible prices. | . 
The Warschawsky Bank did not deem it necessary to suspend its assistance 
to the funds, though it granted fresh loans only with great circumspection. The 
bank paid over during the course of the year as new credits or credits previously 
promised, the sum of 810,000 roubles, and in the same period it has received 
373,709 roubles as repayments. The latter figure proves that despite unfavourable 
iditions the co-operative funds are scrupulous in the discharge of their obli-

VI.—CYPRUS, 

The agriculture operations at the Colonies in Cyprus during 1915 gave fairly 
satisfactory resulis, Asa matter of fact, the average of 115 frances per hectare 
has rarely been reached in recent years. his figure, ~however, is due: rather to 
the higher prices which the produce has fetched than to an increase in the 
harvest. The Colonists have been unable to profit by the higher prices, as they 
had to retain the greater part of the harvest for their personal requirements and 
for feeding their cattle:. On this account they were unable to discharge their 
debts to the Association. ~ 

The unfavourable situation of the Colony and the differences that arose 
between the administration and the Colonists necessitated the sending of an 
inspector to the spot,. As the result of this mission, certain measures have been 
adopted which it is to be hoped. will have a salutary influence on the situation of

In reference to a complaint from a former.inmate of the Stratford Camp tha, 
he was removed to another camp on the Day of Atonement, the SECRETARY 
stated that Mr.. Sebag-Montefiore had promised to make inquiries. | 

The latter, who was absent at the time, subsequently stated that he bad 

investigated the matter and found that the authorities had not been told by the 
man that it was the Day of Atonement orelse they would have deferred the trans- 
ference. Heassured the Board that the authorities were always ready tocomply 
to any reasonable demands. | 


SUGAR 


RESTRICTION. 


The question was raised as to the supply of sugar for Passover to Jewish 
bakers It was pointed out that certain Jewish bakers had asked that the Board 


should use its influence tn assisting them to obtain a special supply of sugar for 
Passover. 

The SECRETARY explained that the Chief Rabbi had been consulted on the 
point, and in his opinion it was not desirable to make a State question of it, 
although matzos were not sufficiently nutritious and children needed some 
sweetened cakes during Passover week,

A COMPLAINT STOCKTON.

A letter was read, in which a complaint was made against the Stockton Con 
sregation for having demanded fort 


he burial’of a member of the Darlington 
Congregation. 


That Congregation refused to inter the dead unless the amount 
claimed was paid by the relatives. A protest was made to the Borough of Stock- 
ton, to whom the cemetery belonged, but the authorities said that they were 
po" verless to take any action, oubdsequently, the Conger ‘ation agreed to accept 
$25 for the interment. 

| Mr. MAURICE Jacobs said that as representative of the Stockton Cangrega- 
tion he had made enquiries regarding the charges, and although the Board seemed 
to think it unfair on the part of the Congregation, in his opinion the action was 
quite right. The Stockton Congregation was a good one, and the sum asked for 
was towards the release of the mortgage of the synagogue. Poor people were 
buried free of charge, but when a wealthy Jew from a neighbouring town died, 
one who had not contributed towards Jewish matters in proportion to his means, 
there was no reasons why his family, who was. in a position to pay, should not 
doso. Asa matter of fact, the family of the deceased had raised no objection to 
the charges asked for, but outsiders had raised a scandal about it. 

The matter was dropped. 


HIGH-SEAS ARREST OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Ah appeal was read from Turkish Jews interned in Egypt, asking the inter-_ 


vention of the Board on their behalf. They claimed to have been loyal subjects 
who lived in Egypt for a number of years. : 

The PRESIDENT stated that they had already beeninformed that nothing could 
be done for Turkish Jews interned in England, and the same applied to those 
interned in Egypt, 

A letter was read from Mr, Laski informing the Board that he-had received 
a letter from Lord Sheftield, asking for contributions towards the fund for carrying 
on the defence of the four Russian Jews who were arrested on their way to 
America on.a neutral ship, and were being charged for having made {false 
declarations to obtain their passports, ~ 

Mr. STRAUSS strongly objected to any action on behalf those four accused. 

A debate followed, and the matter was subsequently dropped. : 

It was stated that Mr. Laski was unsuccessful in obtaining the alteration of 
the dates of the examinations at the Bolton School for Jewish pupils.

that they obtained ‘the passports by representing that it was their intention to 
proceed to Russia for the purpose of taking up military duty. 3 : 
Mr. E. B. Knight appeared to prosecute on behalf of the Commissioner of 
Police, and Mr. Holford Knight defended. 

Phe case against Scharp was first opened. Mr. Knight stated that the 
defendant was 26 years of age, that he was of ‘the Jewish faith, and a diamond 
merchant. ‘He cameto this country in 1909. On Qctober 26th last he went to 
the Russian Consulate in London and stated that he wished to go back to Russia 
‘to-serve in the army. He was seen by the Vice-Consul, in reply to whom he 
said that he did not wish to exercise an option which he had had given him of 
joining the British Army, that he would prefer to fight for his own country. As 
a Russian subject of military age he would not be allowed to leave this country 
at all unless he intended to go back to Russia. On the strength of his 
representation a certificate was issued, which the defendant had to take to the 
Permit Office and lay before the British authorities. The defendant made similar 
representations at the Permit Office, and the passport was made out 


for bim to leave early in November. The defendant was afterwards beard of on | 


November 9th at Newcastle-on-Tyne, where he produced his passport at the 
Aliens’ Office. The next stage of the case was that at a place in the North Sea a 
Danish vessel bound from Copenhagen to the United States was visited by the 
Admiralty authorities, and the defendant was found on board. As his passport 


_ showed-that it was issued to enable him to return to Russia he was arrested and 


brought to London. : 


Before evidence was called Mr. Knight made-an energetic protest against 
what he described as the high-banded and illegal method by which the defendant 
was arresied at sea. The Magistrate replied, however, that this was a matter 
pope! hang he had nothing todo. He was concerned solely with the arrest in 
London. | 

Evidence was taken, and the defendant was remanded. Formal evidence 


against the other defendants was also given, and they wére also remanded. Bail 
was refused, 


7 QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 

On Wednesday, in the House of Commons, Mr. KiNnG put a question to the 
Government on the matter, and in reply 

Dr. MACNAMARA Said : Neutral vessels are stopped and searched in accord- 
ance with the belligerent right of visit and search. If in the course of such visit 
they are searched in territorial waters, British subjects or subjects of the Allied 
Powers are found on board, who, there is reason to suppose have committed an 
offence against our law, it is manifestly in the right of the Government to remove 
such persons with a view to their being prosecuted. 

Mr KincG: Is the right hon. gentleman aware that international lawyers very 
much question this right? (Cries of ““No.”) 

Dr. MACNAMARA: Tam not aware of it. 

In reply toa further question by Mr. Kinc, Dr. MACNAMARA said: Four

‘United States wére in possession of papers which authorised them to leave England 

for the purpose of going to Russia. As their papers were obtained by false state- 
ments they. were arrested in order to be charged with an offence under the 
Defence of the Realm regulations. 


THE TESTIMONIAL NUISANCE. 
A MUCH-NEEDED WAR-ECONOMY. 


From” HONORIS CAUSE.” 


THE Epiror.]| 

Sir,—Is it not time that a hait were called to the ever-increasing “ testimonial ” 
nuisance? Ofall things it would be the most legitimate of war economies. Why 
cannot a publie or communal worker be satisfied, at least during the period of tbe 
war, with the consciousness of work well done instead of allowing his friends and 
admirers to be unwillingly taxed on his account ? | 

Some busybody—who has already reaped, or hopes perhaps one day to reap, 
a similiar reward—is often responsible for these unnecessary appeals, and the 
wording of some of them show very often the lack of taste and tact thatone 
would naturally éxpect from such people, 

The refusal to contribute is unfortunately generally held to be an unpardon- 
ab'e act of meanness, and weak people woyld rather pay out money. which 
either should go to real charities or be saved, than risk the obliquy often attached 
to abstention. 

A synagogue which perhaps has underpaid its minister for years seizes upon . 
some irrelevant anniversary to make the community supply the deficiency. 

A silver wedding day may be the cause for asking all or sundry to add to 
the useless presents to some obscure communal worker to whose household few 
of those appealed to, have ever had the honour of an invitation. Or it may bea 
sort of mutual arrangement by which every member of a Committee eventually 
is the recipient of money or its equivalent from the rest of his colleagues plus a 
contribution from a generous but an undiscriminating Rothschild or Montefiore 
as a decoy for other outside contributors, 

Sometimes it is the secretary who wants atestimonial (blessed euphemism !) in 
order that he may enjoy a holiday at the seaside with his wife and family, which 
his meagre salary does not permit, or a retiring headmaster who has not taken 
the precaution to insure himself against loss of income on his retirement. Even 
the less expensive illuminated address, hideously inartistic and full of insinceri- 
ties, costs money and is only excusable when it saves a greater outlay or smooths 
the ruffled feelings of an ejected or rejected colleague. 

In whatever way one looks upon these testimonials one cannot deny that 
generally speaking they are unfair levies on the community. These are times of 
great and sudden reforms, why not use the present opportunity to reform away 
the testimonial abuse before the return of peace and lethargy make the task one 
of almost insuperable difficulty. Every potential testimonial recipient has only 
to register a vow to refuse any attempt to bestow one upon him, and let his 
friends know the fact and the thing is done,

Barrack Amenities. 


: SYNAGOGUE ESTABLISHMENT. 

The transformation of the shed into a synagogue was undertaken by a humble 
inmate of our Barrack, who was a skilled carpenter and a diligent artificer. It 
was only a simple structure, with a wooden floor, four windows and a roof tbat 
had to be doubly waterproofed to prevent the rainfrom dripping through, but by 
dint of ingenuity it was made into a cosy little Chevra capable of accommodating 
about fifty worshippers with ease, though even double that number contrived to 
foregather there at secular meetings. Our Ruhleben Bezalel not only wrought 
an ample reading-desk and an Ark of the Law, but he also furnished the latter 
with a couple of artistic pillars, one on each side, made of a number of tin boxes 
superimposed upon each other and plastered round with streaked white paper 
which at a distance looked like marble. He also designed tablets with the Ten 


Commandments, which surmounted the Ark; fashioned three imposing - 


chandeliers to hold candles, out of condensed milk and mustard tins, and decked 
the walls with paper which was tricked out with the device of the “Shield of 
David ” multiplied repeatedly. The cost of building the synagogue was borne 
by some pious and munificent coreligionists in Berlin; and the Scrolls of the Law, 
‘with the vestments and curtains of the Ark were presented by Mrs. Israel (a 


niece of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler). The permission to build the structure 


had literally to be wrung from the military authorities, and it was granted only 
upon the condition that it shou!d also be placed at the disposal of the Camp in 
general for educational purposes. Hence it was furnished by the Arts and 
Science Union with a number of folding tables amd chairs, and lectures were 
heid within iis walls on philosophy and mathematics. 

COMMUNAL CONTROVERSIES. 

Our synagogue established, without all the elaborate ceremonial of 
foundation-stone laying, we constituted ourselves into a congregation 
and elected a Committee with officers of recognised piety. But that 
Committee no sooner came into being than it proved the source of intrigues, 
feuds and wrangles, which diverted all interest from the progress of the 
war. Our Bezalel, who was a member of the Committee, complained that 
most of his colleagues thwarted him in his decorative designs; another member 
complained that the name given to the congregation Mattir Assurim (“ Releaser 
of Prisoners”), applied more appropriately to convicts than to prisoners of war; 
others demanded the adoption of a long-winded memorandum setting forth the 
history of our congregation, without giving us any opportunity of studying its 
text: and others again agitated for a reform of the Sabbath service. The general 
bickering that ensued, the cabals that were formed, and thethreats that were 
whispered of establishing a rival congregation led to a special visit one Sunday 
afternoon from a Berlin Rabbi (Dr. Munk), who paid us fortnightly visits and 
delivered homilies, at first in the stable passage and afterwards in the Synagogue. 
The mission of the Rabbi was,to hear all the manifold grievances and establish 
peace, but before the deliberations began in the little crowded shrine the peace 
was again imperilled by the demand of some partisans that only paying 'members 
should take part in the proceedings and the rest should withdraw. But the Rabb; 
poured oil on the troubled waters; all remained, and anumber of speeches were 
delivered, which were almost all concerned merely with the question of the name 
of our congregation. Had we been assured that our congregation would live for 

‘@ hundred years there could hardly have been more heat and enthusiasm 
engendered by the question than in our delusion that it would: be dissolved in a 
few months through our wholesale liberation. The bulk of the committee 
pleaded for the retention of the name Mattir Assurint, which they had already 
perpetuated by means of a rubber stamp, and imprinted upon the ily-leaves 


of prayer-books; whilst the opposition quoted Biblical texts to show 


sé 


that the Hebrew for “captives” was Shuuyint, and urged that an indelible stain 
would be inficted upon them if in generations tocome it was said that they were 
members of a “congregation of convicts.” The learned Rabbi, assailed. by 
contrary arguments, prudently reserved his judgment, which he communicated to 


us a week later by letter. He admitted the impropriety of our present designa- | 
tion, and suggested, as a means of pacifying both sides, the name Ezrah Bazoroh 


(Help in Distress ”). 
Again a general meeting was calléd, and again there were mutual recrimina- 
tions which could not have been more passionate had we been debating the 
chances of our immediate release. The majority of the committee still showed 
hankering for the tithe Mattir Assurim, in the abolition of ‘which 
they saw a censure upon their learning; and as the name had to die they 
gloriously resolved to die with it, or inother wordstoresign. Ghaos and anarchy 
thea threatened-us, until a majority of the congregants voted me to the chair, 
and I soon established a happy solution. The minority of the committee, piqued 
by the resignation of the majority, also refused to. serve any longer; for what 
would there have been for them to do? We therefore merely re-elected the 
Warden and Honorary Secretary who were generally acceptable to the great body, 
and I was elected Chairman of the congregation, with power to convene future 
meetings. So the destinies of the Ruhleben Hebrew Congregation were directed 
without a committee, and despite the most insidious arguments of my fellow- 
members I refused to convene another general meeting, with the result that for 
the next twelve months, down to the day of my departure, peace reigned supreme 
ia the bosom of our community, 
KOSHER DINNER VICISSITUDES. 

Our mid-day dinner was brought to our stable regularly in tin pails, hermeti- 
cally sealed, by a motor-car from Berlin, which was generally accompanied by a 
voluntary lady helper, who served out the meat, and who showed considerable 
devotion and self-sacrifice im her cheerful discharge of a somewhat 
uncongenial duty. The vegetables and soup were distributed by 


prisoners, and for several months I wielded the soup-ladle and

studied human nature as it filed past with outstretched bowls and 
unfolded itself in varying moods and contrasted temperaments, and I soon dis. 
tinguished between the Oliver Twists and the epicureans. A long history could 
be written of our kosher dinner and the innumerable episodes connected there- 
with, but it would probably interest only those who ate it and their families. For 
the world in general it must suffice to summarise such chronicles, At first our 
dinner, compared with the camp dinner, was very good, as it always included a 
morsel of meat, so that even a number of non-Jews and several ** Marranos ” 
paid to partake of it. The military authorities, however, soon forbade the 
Christians to seek consolation in Jewish diet, although they permitted about 
twenty Mohammedans to receive it. Then a recurrence of the epidemic which 
had afilicted us in the Emigrants’ Railway Station broke out, and the explanation 
of the first outbreak seemed ta us untenable as the repetitions occured not merely 
om Saturday night, but also in the middle of the week. Sometimes we thought the 
evil lay in the meat, sometimes in the soup, sometimes in the vegetables ; and on 
every morning after a ghastly midnight we discussed with one another 
what parts of the dinner we had_ respectively eaten in order to 
track. the germ of our affliction. As the blessing of a _ kosher 
dinner.so often involved the curse of a tortured stomach there were 
numerous defections from the kosher contingent, for many men preferred a tref. 
dinner to a troubled night. The daily fluctuations in the number of those who 
went to the Camp kitchem evoked angry protests from the military authorities, 


who like nothing so much as uniformity, and also from our head-guard, “Pumper- 


nickel,” who indulged in unprintable abuse. At length the management of the 
Soup Kitchen discovered the cause of the evil, which lay not in the food but in 
the utensils in which it was conveyed, and as soon as the necessary remedy was 
made we were able to eat our dinner without any fear of developing into night- 
walkers. But although « was henceforth safe there was always an 
element of uncertainty a> ur of its arrival, especially in the winter, when 
the motor-car frequently ..ua. .own on the snow-clad road, and either another 
car had to be requisitioned or a dozen members of our barrack sallied forth unde; 
military escort to fetch the pails. And hence the cry of “Auto da (the taxi's 
here!) was always eagerly awaited, though often not heard until after two 
instead of at half-past twelve. 


With the advent of the second winter (1915-16) there was a gradual decline in 


the quality of our food. The twocompulsory meatless days (Tuesday and Friday) 
slowly increased, as the weeks advanced, to three, four, five, six, and even seven, 
and by the time we celebrated the second Passover we had become aceustomed to 
complete vegetarianism, for about that period we had ao meat for six weeks and 
were fed on a monotonous diet of starchy foods—potato soup, boiled potatoes 
and rice—alternating occasionally with fish, until our stomachs revolted. -The 
Sabbath fare was always the worst of the week, as, in order not to imperil our 
stomachs, nothing hot was sent, but generally a little indigestible sausage, or the 


remnants of the previous day’s fish, or a diminutive herring, with brown bread: © 


a menu that reflected both the distress of the Soup Kitchen and the genera! 
shortage in the country. The result was that the Sabbath, instead of beiny 


hallowed, was inevitably violated, as private cooking became the order of the day, . 
-and Friday's potatoes were generally saved up to be fried on Saturday. Bui 


cespite the sad degeneration of our Kosher dinner the Camp, seeing the motor-car 


daily dashing to Barrack VI., persisted in envying the steaks and mutton-chops 


which it fondly imagined were our normal menu; and in proportion as the dinner 
declined our weekly subscription rose from one to four marks and more, owing to 


the rise in food prices, and owing to the cost of the car's double journey slowly 
mounting from fifteen to twenty-five marks per day. 


“IMMER BARACKE SECHS!” 


That Kosher motor-car was probably at the bottom of tue Camp's delusion 
that Barrack VI. was the spoiled darling of the military authorities. Our posi- 
tion, however, was very much dillterent, for the least deviation from the rules was 
rigorously punished ia our case, when it was overlooked im the case of others 
There was a rule forbidding private trading, yet dozens of prisoners engaged in it 
with impunity; but if a poor Jew were found selling sweets, or cigars, or clogs, 
or any other commodity, there was a hue and cry, and “seventy-two hours on black 
bread and water in the cells” were meted out as his punishment. ‘Jomer 
Baracke Sechs!’' was the refrain of ‘ Pumpernickel,” who complained that 
his fellow-soldiers taunted him with the iniquity of the barrack. 
“Imimer Baracke Sechs ! "had another meaning: we were always the scape- 
goats. 

We had been segregated, so we were told, in our own interests: but when 
it suited the authorities they ignored their own professed principles. In the 
middle of June, 1915, our loft was cleared, and the Jews who had been herded 
there were quartered in a new wooden barrack (XXII.). But after they had 
made themselves as comfortable as possible in their new home, by putting up 
shelves, cupboards, curtains, etc., one fine day a batch of German convalescent 
soldiers arrived at Ruhleben in order to recuperate !—and the only accommoda- 
tion that could be found for them was in the Jewish Barrack XXII. Again it was 
acry of “Juden heraus !” At one hour's notice all the Jewish prisoners had to 


leave the barrack with all their belcngings and go in quest of shelter in other 


barracks, and the greetings with which they were generally received made them 
realise the extra agony of being a Jew in additiom to being a prisoner of war. 
Even those who remained in Barrack VI. had an ample share of petty persecu- 
tion. As ours was the oldest stable our water-pipe had a habit of bursting every 
three weeks, and it took three days at least before the repair was done, as 
Germany's good workmen are all at the front. The result was that we were 
compelled to go to Barrack V. with our basins and jugs to fetch water for our 
morning toilet, but the abusive shouts with which we were assailed by many of 
the inmates in that barrack made us doubt whether cleanliness was next to 


godliness. 
ANTI-SEMITISM, 


Barrack VI., in short, was a sort of byword in the Camp, invariably uttered 
in atone of contempt. On the only occasion when I visited the Camp cinema 
palace, a modest establishment, there appeared upon the screen the figure of a 
grey-bearded old Jew gloating over a heap of coins (in the film of “The Shylock 
of Cracow ”), and at once somebody called out “ Barrack six!” and a guffaw of 
laughter swept through the room. Our Camp magazine, under its first editor 
(a disciple of the yellowest journalese) pandered to the sporadic anti-Semitism 
by printing insipid jokes that were painful pin-pricks, and it required a deal of

THE BLESSING OF FORGETFULNESS. 


** Joseph called the name of his first-born Manasseh, for, said he, God hath made me to 
forget all my toil and all my father's house.’’—Genesis xli., 61, 


To reach the moment of our text we must pass by the early youth of 


Joseph, the misfortune ot his father's favouritism, his sale to the Ishmaelite 


merchants, his services in Potiphar’s house, and his imprisonment. It 
brings us at once to his elevation to the vice-royalty, his marriage, and the 
birth of his elder son,whom he names“ Forgetfulness.” God has helped him 
to forget all the sadness of his early life. Wecan well appreciate Joseph's joy 
at being able to forget his slavery, for that meant release from servitude. 
When we thirk what the life of a slave in Egypt was like 4,000 years ago, 
we can understand how painful to Joseph must have been the mere memory 
of his miseries. He must have been thankful to be able to banish them 
from his mind in the new condition to which he had been elevated. But 
that he should wish to forget his father’s house was a wholly different senti- 
ment. Sad if he could not, and no less sad if he could, In normal circum- 
stances our parental home is our most precious reminiscence. The memory 
of it calls up the joys of childhood, the happy dreams of youth, the loving 
protection of parents, the sweet companionship of dear ones. Unlike 
Joseph, most of us would feel inclined to pray that we may never 
forget our father’s house, even though some of us may _ have 
known privation and deprivation in our early days, we can 
still look back upon those days as the happiest time of our 
life, Their hallowed associations are of all our memories the 
most precious. But alas! not every home is invested with sweet 
memories. There are men and women whose tragic experience it is 
to have been robbed of the joys and loves of childhood; and Joseph 
was of their number. When he thought of the past he could not but 
remember that his enemies were those of his own household, his brothers, 
who had conspired against his own life and his father’s happiness. It was 
hard if he should want to forget such a home, but well, indeed, if he could. 
He thanked God that he could forget. Let us all 
THANK GOD THAT WE CAN FORGET 

the woes of life. Such forgetfulness is not merely negative. It is a positive 
capacity of the mind, or rather of the soul. To be able to forget grief has 
nothing to do with a lack of retentive memory for facts. It means the 
healing of a heart-wound, and it involves forgiveness, too. It is a gift 
from Heaven—this power of recuperation from the pain which sorrow has 
inflicted. Life would be intolerable. if the memory of some tragic 
mistortunes were: to remain with us as vivid as in the moments which 
followed upon their first happening. Gradually we adapt ourselves to altered 
circumstances, we take up our old tasks and our new, duties. God sends 
His messenger, Time, with healing on its wings. The suffering begins to 
be assuaged, and slowly we can look back upon it with calm. There 
remains still a quiet sorrow in the background of our consciousness, but 
the agony is over. Life has: readjusted itself to the loss or whatever 
the nature of the misfortune may be. Forgetfulness of woe is thus 
a blessing for which we cannot be too thankful to God. But 
forgetfulnes in these circumstances is also a duty. Protracted sorrow 
is sometimes the mere indulgence of selfishness. When we allow 
the mind to drift into a morbid introspection that magnifies its grief by 
feeding on it; we become unfit for service. It is not the loving but the 
selfish people who let others suffer through their grief by carrying their 
hearts upon their sleeves and depressing others with the story of their 
misfortunes. It is natural, it is proper, that we should cherish the memory 


of loss, but we should riot permit it to blight our lives. Sorrow for the | 


dead must never be. so inconsolable as to cause neglect of duty for the 
living. We have all known great souls—and their’s is the example which 
should inspire us—who have decided that their loss should be the world’s 
gain, out of the seed of whose brave resolve there have grown harvests 
of helpfulness for thousands of human beings. At whatever angle 
living flowers are placed within a room, they will always turn towards 
the light. Whata lesson for us all, when sitting in the drakened chamber 
of sorrow, to turn towards the light! Manasseh reminded Joseph that he 
had forgotten his toil. But can we always put our griefs away from us? 

There comes a mist and a weeping of rain 

And life is never the same again. 


Even if we can, is it always right that we should forget the past, though it 


contain some elements of sorrow. We have seen where to forget is a duty. 


but to forget may also be a sin. For Joseph to have been forgotten by the 
ungrateful butler, who allowed him to languish in prison till it was conve- 
vient to call him to remembrance, is a case in point. .And another is the 
forgetting by a later Pharaoh of all the good that Joseph had done for 
Egypt, so that “he knew not Joseph.” These are instances where forget- 
fulness spells ingratitude. And to forget the past may mark another kind 
of deficiency of character, a certain shallowness of disposition which we 
ought not to cultivate. During this 
PRESENT WEEK.OF CHANUCAH 

we are calling to mind the deliverance of our people from the domination of 
the Greeks. This is an event in our history which it would ill become us to 
forget. And our Chanucah hymn reminds us of other phases of oppression 
which it would ill become us to forget. It is a storied poem admonishing 
the Jew. never to. forget his. father’s house, exhorting him not to shut the 
gate upon the tragic yet glorious record of bye-gone days ; not to burn his 
bridges behind him so that he cannot, even In imagination, travel back to 
the doings of his illustrious ancestors. Kipling’s “ Recessional”’ seems 
almost to have been written to point the case of the Jew :— 

If, drunk with sight and power, we loose 

Wild tongues that have not Thee in awe, 

Such boastings as the Gentiles use, 

Or lesser breeds without the Law, 

Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget—lest we forget. 


Now did Joseph really forget his father’s house as a cold-hearted,

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SOME NOTES ON THE CHANUCAH 
LITURGY. 


By THE Rev. I. LIVINGSTONE. 


The liturgical changes or additions for the festivals of the year are not allto 


be ‘found in the Ordinary Prayer Books. But Chanucah is in this respect 
exceptional. The reading of the Book of Esther on Purim necessitates the use of 
a Megillah or a Bible, but the Chanucah prayers are all to be found in the Daily 
Prayer Book, and are on that account familiar to most of us. 

The evening service is preceded by the kindling of the lights to the accom- 
paniment of benedictions and hymns expressing suitable sentiments. The form 
of these benedictions instances the justifiable liberty taken by the Rabbis 
in declaring as divinely ordained, the observance of a festival, the 
Story of which belongs to a period later than the time é'when the 
Biblical canon was concluded. Although Chanucah is called .a minor 
festival in some of our religious. text books, the Rabbis felt that 


its observance was by no means of minor importance. Though Chanucah 


was not and could not possibly have been enjoined in the Law, it was a festival 
which, they felt, was certainly commanded by the spirit of the Divine Law. The 
Deuteronomic injunction: ‘Ye shall not add unto the word which I command 
you, neither shall ye diminish from it, that ye may keep the commandments of 
the Lord your God which I command you” (Deuteronomy iv., 2) might have 
served to prevent not only the official abrogation of any Pentateuchal injunction, 


but the introduction of any new festival. But the Rabbis were fully alive to the - 


demands of circumstances. They explained that this interdiction applied only to 
the individual and not to the recognised Sanhedrin, who, as a matter of fact, felt 
justified in authorising the abrogation or at any rate the suspension of some laws 
(other than those which naturally disappeared with the destruction of the national 
state), as well as in attaching 7 
NEW MEANINGS 

to some of the festivals (e.¢., Pentecost), and in instituting new ones (c.g., 
Chanucah). The command, “And thou shalt do according to the tenor of the 
sentence which they shall shew thee from that place which the Lord shall 
choose; and thou shalt observe to do according to all that they will teach thee; 
‘according to the tenor of the law which they shall teach thee, and according to 
the judgment which they shall tell thee thou shalt do; thou shalt not turn aside 
frem the sentence which they shall shew thee to the right hand nor to the left” 
(Deuteronomy xvii., 9-11) seemed clearly to justify not only Rabbinic interpre- 
tations but even the institution of a new festival hke Chanucah, and the 
benediction which speaks of God commanding us to kindle the light of 
Chanucah, Asthe Rabbi in Jehudab Halevi's “ Al Khazari” points out to the 
king of the Khazars, the verse, ‘‘ Thou shalt not add thereto nor diminish frore 
it” (Deuteronomy xili., 1) ‘‘was only said to the masses, that they should 
not conjecture and: theorise and contrive laws according to their own conception” 
(Hirschfeld’s translation, p. 173). The highest authorities of the nation, on the 
other hand, who “had inherited vast learning, for the reception of which they 
were naturally endowed,” were fully authorised to lay down regulations and 
decisions which were binding (ib.). 

A further justification for regarding Chanucah as divinely ordained is given in 
tte Talmud by R. Nehemiah (Sabbath 23a). R. Avia had quoted Deutero- 
nomy xvii., 9-11 (already referred to), as the verses authorising the introduction of 
Chanucah, but R. Nehemiah cited the following (Deuteronomy xxxii,, 7) :— 


Remember the days of o}jd, 

Consider the years of many generations. 

Ask thy father, and he will show thee, 

Thine elders, and they will tell thee. 
These words of counsel, which were spoken by Moses at the most solemn moment 
of his life, truly emphasise the importance of such a festival as Chanucah, which 
at least as much as any other festival, helps us to keep in our thoughts the 


grandeur of our history, to deepen, therefore, 


OUR HISTORIC SYMPATHIES, 

and to reverence the past by adhering to. the ideals of our historic vocation. 
“Those Jews,” writes Dr. Israel Abrahams, referring to those who object to the 
phrase that ‘‘ God commanded "' us to kindle the Chanucah light, “those Jews who 
ean see a Divine authority for Purim and only a human sanction for Chanucah 
are suffering from a serious attack of spiritual twist ” (Festival Studies, p. 150). 

The blessing ‘ Blessed art Thou who wroughtest miracles, etc.” 
(D°D) AVY’) calls to mind the Talmudic narrative of the miraculous duration of 
the smal! flask of oil (Sabbath 21b). But the fact that the same formula is also 
used on Purim, as well as the paragraph 0'DJN 2¥ “For the Miracles” in the 
Amidah, tends to accentuate the fact that Israel's deliverance was an even greater 
miracle.. There are those who maintain that too great a contrast is usually drawn 
between Hebraism and Hellenism. Nay more, we were told by Mr. C.G. Montefiore 
at the meeting of the Society of Hebraic Studies that’ Hellenism was 
complementary to Judaism as regards religious and ethical teaching —that, in fact,

Greek philosophers and dramatists had réached a lofty conception of theology and 


morality, and that ‘there were several good and wholesome. elements in Greek 


thought, which could well have blended -with the best Hebraic spirit.. No ore 
will deny that Greek architecture, Greek sculpture, the Greek love of wisdom, the 
Greek passion for freedom, the cult of the beautiful andthe awsthetic sentiment 
have all their value in the civilisation of the world. Nor would it be difficult to 
find in Hebrew thought many parallels to some of the wholesome aspects of 
Greek thought. The praise of beauty, the encouragement of physica! culture, 
the cultivation of athletics, and so on, are all paralleled in Rabbinic literature.

The Haphtorah for Chanucah (Zechariah ii., 10, to iv., 7) contains the | 


narrative of Zechariah’s vision of a candlestick of pure gold. But the appro- 
priaieness of the prophetic reading is perhaps more direct in the general purport 
of the answer to his enquiry as to the meaning of the vision. “Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” (Ib. iv., 6). Chanucab 
ceriainly recalls events to which these words may be applied.

But the hope is Strong that 
there will be a real analogy between the result of the Maccabean conflict and tbat 
of the present conilict—that despotism and tyranny will be overthrcwn by true 
civilisation and religion, that might will be overcome by right, and that the time 
will dawn when, in the words of the Chanucah Haphtorah, “I will dwell inthe 
midst of thee; saith the Lord. And many nations will be joined to the Lord on 
that day, and shall be unto mea people; and I shall dwellin the midst of thee

“THE JEW AND THE SYNAGOGUE. 


The “ Message on After-war Judaism.” 


Dr. SALIS DAICHES ON THE QUESTION, 
tke course of bis sermon: deliveret! last Sabbath the Sunderland 
Synagogue Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches dealt with the. ‘““Message on alter-war 
Judaism ” given by the Kev. V.G. Simmons at the West London Synagogue. 

“A more disappointing and disquieting message,” said Dr. Daiches, “had 
never been delivered from a*"Jewish pulpit. The death of traditional Judaism 
had been foretold in a manner that one should scarcely have deeme:! 
possible in a Jewish house of worship where religious life still bad a 
larger meaning than a mere desire for prayer in the hour of 
anger and a vague profession of faith in the hour of death. But 
the most surprising fact of all was that one had to look in vain in the whole 
of that ‘message’ for a justification of that gloomy view of the true Jewish 
soldier's loyalty to historical Judaism. There were no reasons given for the 
bewildering statements made by the Chaplain. It was not the Jewish soldier whic 
revolted against the Jewish traditions; who, ¢.g., proclaimed fasting on Kippur- 
day, or the donning of the Tephillin on a week-day, as meaningless or useless— 
but it was the Chaplain who told them so, It was not the Jewish soldier, reared 
in a Jewish home, who came to the religious leader with the request that he 
might ‘help them to sing our ancient melodies by. playing them on a 
piano,’ but it -was the religious leader himself who introduced the innova- 
tion! Could any Jewish soldier after this persist in believing = that 
‘the playing of a musical instrument on a Sabbath was a sin?’ If the 
soldier was a man who had always obeyed the Jewish Law and had never before 
seen an observant Jew play a musical instrument ona Sabbath, there was nc 
reason why he should change his view after what he had seen the Chaplain do. 
If the men who were entrusted to the spiritual care of the Chaplain were men. 
who had the same conception of Judaism and its traditions as their leader — then 
their convictions could not have changed by the exampleset tothem, Bat if the 
were men who had been reared in orthodox homes we must ask: Was it right! 
the Chaplain to set them that example? And what need was there for 
services ofa Jewish Chaplain if all the spiritual help that our sons at the fron 
were supposed to need consisted of prayers for help offered up in the vera;

It was but a meagre message from “ (!:c 
boys” themselves. Instead, the Chaplain gave us his own vision of “the new 
heaven and the new earth ” after the war. It is painful to me to have to come ou! 
against an old personal and highly esteemed friend, but you know the old ado:2 
“Love Plato, love Aristotle, but love Truth above all.” My friend's deduc: o: 
cannot remain unchallenged. Whilst we readily admit that the Rev. Mr. 
Simmons has greater opportunities than we of seeing the actual “life and atmos 
phere” at the Front, the courage and carnage of the war, he also will admit that 
like shells, experiences and ideas do not strike all men. alike, Why. 
his very facts. suggest and justify different conclusions. His wer? 
lend themselves equally to conclusions from the orthodox standpoint— 
nay, often with greater force. Mr. Simmons says: “The men (when thicy 
return) will have the religion they need; for when men have faced death, not 
once or twice, but have lived continually in the shadow of death, they will not 
hesitate to show their courage and determination at homeas well. , . . 
Rather no outward religion “one.” We, 
orthodox, heartily agree with these sentiments, and are glad to hear 
that my dear friend “lives among people who have awakened to 
this fact.” We, like himself, insist on the importance of the ethical 
teachings of Judaism, but not through negation. Life is not abstract, 
it is concrete; and, like duty, honour, and all other virtues, consists of acts, 
interpretative acts, performed in the manner in which we have been taught by. 
our fathers to express ourselves as men and as Jews, For instance, when we pray in, 
our'synagogues and turn to the east, itis not because wethink Godis not inthe west 
(in the Temple at Jerusalem the people turned to the west) but, because, by this.

when the bridegroom places the ring upon the finger of his bride, it is not th. | 


most precious in value, but it is certainly most precious by reason of the sacred 
promises and the bond it symbolises. Likewise, we lay Tephiilin, in order to 
symbolise, dramatically, if you like (like justice in olden days),, our belief in 


the Unity of God (in association with the first verse of YO’) in accordance’ 


with the conception of our fathers. I am, therefore, at a loss to 
understand Mr. Simmons’s conclusion when he says: “Do you suppose 
that a man who was accustomed to lay Tephillin before the war, and has 
come out and found himself a truer Jew and a more faithful servant of 
God, in spite of having to give up laying them, will be able to return home and 
lay them again?” Why not? Why, he might as well argue that, because a man 
found that he had had to forego all the amenities of life while on the battlefield, 
he will no longer, on his return, sit down toa neatly-spread table, and will refuse 
to use again knife and fork ; or, that having found true gallantry on the battlefield, 
on his return, he will no longer, need to raise his hat to ladies or shake hands with 
friends orsay, ‘‘ How do you do?'’ In short, he will refuse to perform the secular 
vitualof which our daily lifeissofull. And, I should like to add the hope 
that my friend, the Seer of this new era, in accordance with his vision, will 
himself refuse to wear the conventional Church of England garb as the insigiia 
of his Jewish office ! | 
_ Sir, it is not only Love that. is blind. Prejudice, is equally blind. Mr. 
Simmons denies the Tef/illin a share in the new era, but soon after, inorder to 
illustrate the universalism of the new age, he tells us with pride of the glorious deed 
of the Jewish nurse who restored the sanctity and beauty of the. mortuary by 
procuring “from England a crucifix and an alter-cloth . and who 
gathers flowers with her own hands to beautify this Christian chapel.” ‘Are not 
such things—he exclaims—eloquent of what the war is doing for religion to-day |” 
Well, the Tephillin only symbolise the Unity while the crucifix symbolises the 
Trinity, so that numerically the latter seems superior, and, therefore, I suppose, 
commands more respect. | 
Let me demonstrate, on Mr. Simmons’s own showing, that the non-Jewish 
Chaplains show more revere ice for the Jew sh feeling than Mr. Simmons has done 
in the course of his duties as Jewish Chaplain to the Forces which he recorded. He 
tells us how often a non-Jewish officer or Chaplain takes the Prayer-Look from the 
pocket of a fallen comrade and reads the Jewish Burial Service. Why did not 
Mr. Simmons show the same consideration to the religious feelings of our sons 
and brothers? Mr. Simmons knows that we are not all given to this practice of 
playing instrumentsonthe Sabbath. It is painfulenoughto many that they cannot 
observe what they would like to; why should not he respect their scruples? Or, 
why did he not allow the men themselves to decide ‘sfiritually, whether they 
should continue the fast till the close of the day? Mr. Simmons !s nota Catholic 
priest who could have given them dispensation. Besides, itis,to my mind, a gross 
nsult that he offered to these heroes who had “ walked many miles with full pack to 
attend.” If-Kippur Day was holy enough to have brought them from a distance, he 
should not have turned their fasting intoa mere questionof thestomach. Remember 
ilese men are heroes, who know how to-endure when duty bids, who not only car 
fast but die without flinching ! -Here was an occasion to heighten their spiritual 
independence. They should have been guided to decide for themselves their 
owa spiritual problem, accerding to Mr. Simmons's doctrine. Mr. Simmons takes 
their tacit submission as a sign of their spiritual renascence, whereas it is dis- 
cipline and courtesy which keeps them silent. 


These incidents wilt probably form 
part of their stock of yarns for the happy time “ when the boys come home.” 
Imagine these heroes who have learnt the meaning of co-operation in dis. 
cipline and personal responsibility coming home and insisting on Mr. Simmons’s 
forecast that ‘'the only standard (the italics are mine) for public worship in 
future must be neither law nor tradition nor custom, but only the individual needs 
of the men who have realised the meaning of the presence of God.” | 
The real message from the soldier as to what. home means to him at the 
front was truly beautiful. It was for such a message that we have been waiting. 
The conclusion was beautiful, too, that the sanctity of the home should be 
intensified and the ties strengthened. But this means the deepening of symbolism 
—ritual, custom, and tradition such as together constitute ‘‘ home,"

ANOTHER CHAPLAIN’S OPINION. 
By “PHILO JUDEUS.” [To THe Epiror.! 

Sir,—I am one of those who have read the sensational address of the Rev. 
Vivian Simmons, delivered at the berkeley Street Synagogue a week ago last 
Sabbath. -I could not help feeling that it quite misrepresented the facts. That 
impression has now become a conviction an reading the letter written by one of 
the Jewish Chaplains at the front some three weeks ago to one of our Communay) 


leaders. From this letter Iam privileged to quote the following sentences that 
speak for themselves :— | 


“Tam working a very large area. The bulk of the men who come back from 
the trenches wounded or war-worn come into the districts under. my charge. The 
work is full of interest—grim interest very often; and now that I know the nature 
of the duties, I feel that I would not change places with anymanat home... . 
We (the Chaplains} are of service to the lads in quite a large number of ways, 
‘They come to us with all sorts of requests—never to get them out of the Army ; 
and we have faciliiies granted us which.we turn to the benefit.of the Jewish lads 
whenever and wherever possible. It is wonderful how the Jewish rites appeal to 
the lads. There is a mystic something in Jewish practice that they cling to under 
the most trying circumstances. There is very little indeed they can observe—-] 
needn't explain—but what is possible they keep without sham, They are giand 
lads—all of them. The more I see of them the more I admire them. Iam con- 
vinced of one thing. It is the “old Judaism,” as some style it, that they want; no 
new-fangled mushroom growth of a Judaism. To those lads who have had any- 
thing of a Jewish training, the very mention of the Shema, or the Tit, or the 
Mwy’, to give but a very few details, is to bring the spirit of home and peace into 
their hearts. Don't smile at this; it is true—absolutely. I have seen, and I 
know. It is not the impression others may have received. That is not my 
concern, I speak, or rather write, of my own observations.” 


A JEWISH SOLDIER'S VIEW. |

Sir,—I have read with great interest the sermon preached by the Rev. 
‘Vivian G. Simmons, C.P., which you published in last week's issue of your 
valuable paper. There are certain portions in his sermon which I think ought

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not to be allowed to pass without comment. He states at the outset of his 
sermon: “If any of you imagine that in their religion the men will return and 
will be able to find new enthusiasm in peace for the things which they have cast 
oft in war, you will have a rude shock, for you will assuredly see a drifting away 
On all sides, and the many thousands of young men who are going to make the 
Judaism of the future, lost to us beyond recall,” lentirely disagree with this drastic 
Statement. My experience of my Jewish comrades in the Army leads me to believe 
that those Jews who were orthodox in civilian life, when in the Army still continue 
to do tlieir best to keep up the laws and customs of their religion. I know 
of hundreds of Jewish soldiers who have even succeeded in getting excused duty 
on Sabbaths, and go in large numbers regularly to divine services at the local 
Synagogues. I even know. of several young men who lay their. Tephillim 
regularly and who will also not eat food that is not kosher. Surely it is not going 
to be maintained that these men will after the war drift away from Judaism. 
To talk about their being beyond the power of recall is ridiculous. The men 
who are likely to drift away after the war will be those men whose interest and 
knowledge of Judaism in peace-time was very limited. No wonder then, that 
prayers in English—of which Mr. Simmons spoke—suited them best. They 
would not be able to understand ‘Hebrew. | | 

We are suffering-to-day for the mistakes made in peace time. If, before the 
war, parents would have made it their duty to see that their children had a 
proper knowledge of Judaism, its laws and its traditions, then I venture to say 
we should have heard, to-day, very little taik about the drifting away from 


Judaism. The root cause of all the trouble is—to put it in plain English—lack of 


knowledge of Judaism, If the integrity of our religion is to be maintained, then 
our communal leaders must make it their bounden duty to see now, that the laws 
and traditions of Judaism should be well understood by our young people. 
Knowledge will be the only way to succeed. |

TRIBUTE BY -THE 5S. 


MARKS. 
LIPSON, C.F, 

May I be permitted to render a word of tribuie to the memory of the late 
Mr, B. S. Marks, a man whose personality called forth the reverence of al] 
privileged to know him.. Numbered among the grand men of a pasi age, he was 
the embodiment of old world courtesy, staunch in friendship, intolerant of all 
pettiness, and imbued with a profound belief in God's over-ruling providence in 
the affairs of men. To. the last, despite the feebieness of old age, he led his 
household in daily prayer. The inspiration of those pious moments only those 
present can realise. Honoured by his friendship during the last eight years—a 
short period in his long life—I treasure his memory, and am proud of having had 
the priceless opportunity of communion with one whose lofty character I so much 
admired. To his devoted sons and daughters he has left the legacy of a 
beautiful soul. 


At the close of his sermon on Sabbarh last at the Bayswater Synagogue, after 
referring to the death of acongregant, the Rabbi Proressor H. GoLLAnc7 said, 
referring to the late Mr. B.S, Marks: His fine and sterling character, his dignified 
and noble bearing, his courageous tone, did much to raise the name of Jew in the 
eyes of those not of our faith, with whom his professional work brought him into 
contact. Hfe was blessed with sympathy and active co-operation, during the 
greater part of his life, of a help-meet worthy of him, and both during her life 
and ever since our patriarchal friend could glory in the devotion and self-sacrifice 
of children, of an example rarely to be equalled even in the characteristic Jewish 
home. May the knowledge of this happiness, experienced by their father at their 
hands, tend to. afford unto the children that solace and comfort whic 
Heaven may grant unto them. Amen! 

Preaching at the Hammersmith Synagogue last Sabbath, the Rev. Jorn 
HARRIS said he desired to paya tribute to the memorv of one to whom the Jewish 
community was undera deep debt of gratitude. Mr. B. S. Marks was one of the 
early pioneers of art among English Jewry: Anyone who lifted the banner of the 
higher life in their community, who devoted himself to the finer instincts of 
humanity, redeemed the Jews from the accusation of materialism and sordid aims 
that was sometimes brought againstthem. But Mr. Marks did yet another service 
for his people. He showed how devotion to artistic pursuits was not incompatible 
with devotion to Judaism, with faith in its principles, and adherence to its 
practices. His labours covered many aspects of public activity. 
schools, the Jewish poor, the working-man, irrespective of creed, the free library 
movement, the synagogue, the masonic body, all benefited*by his unselfish ser- 
vices. Of the devotion that Mr. Marks inspired in the members of his own family, 
they im Hammersmith needed no reminder, They had had the advantage of seeing 
in their midst a perfect example of true Jewish family life. That he had passed 
away at a patriarchal age, surrounded by all that devoted love could achieve to 
soothe a loved one’s declining years, wasa fitting end to an exemplary career. 
They were thankful to know that he had left those behind him who in their 
respective spheres were continuing his good work, work which had made his name 
honoured by his coreligicnists, and had furthered the Jewish cause by the respect 
and affection that his memory had evoked among those not of their faith

The Manchester Committee could do 
much more good work if their society were more widely known and better 
supported by the community. He thought the dangers were greater to-day than 
formerly, owing to the hero worship prevalent among many girls and women for 
our soldiers and sailors. 
Mr. S. CouEN read a letter from Mr. Montefiore to the effect that the very 
important work the Society was doing should be more widely spread. ‘' Unfortu- 
nately,’’ he added, ‘* the evil is spreading in all directions, but there are practical 
remedies, and much can be done to alleviate and lessen the trouble, and there- 
fore the community ought to do the more, for there are no doubt good results to 
be obtained.’’ Mr. Coben, in an address, dwelt. on the aims of the Society and 
the important work being done in its many and varied branches. They had 
been successful in preventing undesirable persons from coming to this country ; 
at present there were only a few remaining here, and these were prevented from 
carrying on their evil traffic, Their Society hoped to get an organisation of such 
a nature as would be able to cope with the evil, if only they could obtain more 
support from the general community. They had, unfortunately, to face the 
increase of immorality in this country among their own community. Years ago 
it was considered the greatest possible disgrace for girls to be seen on the streets, 
but the number of Jewish girls now to be seen is causing serious anxiety and 
The chief cause was that spiritual or religious life had to a very great 
extent disappeared from their midst. The absolute indifference of many foreign 
Jews to their children’s religious instruction was positively alarming. The Man- 
chester Society during its five years’ existence had been of real help. He con- 
lucded by appealing not only for financial support but for present. service.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


PINSKER ANNIVERSARY. 


Mk. ZANGWILL ON JEWISH NATIONAL HOPES, 


A meeting was held at Jews’ College on Saturday evening, under the auspices 
of the London University Zionists, to commemorate the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the death of Dr. L. Pinsker. Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said he was very glad to preside at a meeting of the London 
University Zionist Society, not only because he was a member of that University, 
but because it was of the highest importance for the future of Judaism and the 
world that our educated youth—our intelligentsia—should be offering their force . 
and their devotion to the long-deferred solution of the Jewish question. The dis- 
tinguished lecturer of the evening—Dr. Weizmann—needed no introduction, 
Indeed, had he been coming to them in his chemical capacity, he could not 
possibly have had a more unsuitable chairman. Dr. Weizmann, to whom these 
grotesque and gigantic forces were child’s play, was commandeered at the out 
break of war by the War Office and then by the Ministry of Munitions. It appeared 
that we had been in the habit of importing one of the most essential ingredients in 
explosives—acetone or some such necessity of death. This Dr. Weizmann had 
succeeded in making—a priceless service to the Allies—and one which conclusively 
demonstrated the wisdom of interning or exporting from England everybody with 
a German name. He had heard that all Dr. Weizmann asked in return was 
Governmental sympathy with his Zionist aspirations. This idealism of his was 
as precious an asset to Jewry as his acetone to the Allies, and it was not. because 
he was an expert in explosives that he is here to-night but because he was a 
Dreamer of the Ghetto. It is for that reason, proceeded Mr, Zangwill, that'I am 
proud to preside on this occasion, and this gathering in honour of Pinsker, at the 
twenty-fifth anniverary of his death, provides a happy cotimon platform for the 


Zionists and the President of the Jewish Territorial Organisation. For Pinsker 


was the father of all those who see in Auto-Emancipation the path of salvation. 
His book, published in 1881, was a brilliant anticipation of much later history 
and literature, and its brilliance was not that of flowers or of jewels, but of fire. 
Its problem was seen with 
A BURNING SENSE OF THE GREAT JEWISH TRAGEDY 

and resolved in words of flame. If wasagreat book. Yet Herzl, when he wrote 
his Judenstuat in 1895, had probably never heard of it, and this, though 
Pinsker’s book had preceded his in calling forth a Congress from almost every 
country of Europe. I said that Pinsker was the father of all Auto-Emancipa- 
tionists, proceeded. Mr. Zangwill. But it is a wise child that knows his own father, 
and J, too, had never seen this book till years after the Ito was established, Before 
Pinsker there had been the American Sephardi, Mordecai Manuel Noah, who in 
1825 not only planned a great Jewish colony on an island inthe State of New York, 
but actually bought land for it, and issued an invitation to the Ghettos of Europe 
to flock to his Ararat, and even held the Dedication Service—as readers of my 
story, ‘Noah's Ark,” may remember. Howcomes it that a Russian like Pinsker, 
an Austrian like Herzl, an American like Noab, and-an Englishman like 
myself, are all found putting forth the same solution of the Jewish 
problem? Isit plagiarism? Notatall. Herzl, Pinsker, Noah were in sublime 
unconsciousness of one another. It is because there is what the advertisements 
call ‘‘a felt want” and this want prompts everywhere the same suggestion for 
meeting it. The bulk of our troubles springing from our lack of a common. land 
or even of a majority anywhere, it is a natural suggestion that we should 
re-establish ourselves upon a normal national basis. 

The interesting fact remained, said Mr. Zangwill, that Herzl’s Congress, 
called for Territorialism,’ended in the adoption of Palestine as its goal, that 
Pinsker’s Congress, called for Territorialism, ended ina society to aid Palestine 
immigrants, and that even Noah's institution ‘ Ararat” was replaced by a rallying 
call to Zion. What was the reason for this recurrent transformation? It was— 


except possibly in Noah's case—that no other land could be found at once adapt- 
able, adequate and attainable and so these 


REVOLUTIONARY SPIRITS 
fell back perforce upon the old racial dream. But that—paradoxically 


-enough—was the very reason why he (Mr. Zangwill) turned back from 


Palestine—for in his case the usual order was reversed and he 
had come into Territorialism from Zionism. For if his predecessors 
had found no other land adaptabie, adequate and attainable, his un- 
happy discovery was that Palestine, too, was unadaptable, inadequate, and 
unattainable. It seemed a vicious circle—the Territorialist became a Zionist 
and the Zionist a Territorialist—and if Dr. Weizmann could show the way of 
escape from it nobody would be more grateful to him than would he, for there 
was another curious coincidence. All the four men he had mentioned were 
writers, though Pinsker, like Nordau, was a physician, and three out of the four 
were dramatists. Now writers, and especially dramatists, were accustomed tc . 
depict the world in their own colours and moulds—the world, however, insists 
obstinately on remaining of its own colour and mould. But Dr. Weizmann was 
a man of science, and aman on whom the Zionist movement was sincerely to 
be congratulated, and on whom it might well pin its hopes. So far as 
the new experience of this terrible war was concerned, he was bound to 
say that the lesson he learnt was the urgent need of the great masses 
of Russian and Polish Jewry for daily bread and political freedom. 
Auto-emancipation, like charity, must begin at home. An ardent Zionist like 
Dr. Magnes, the envoy of the American Jewish Committee, had returned from 
the European war zone with the demand that not only shall ten million dollars 
be at once collected for charitable distribution, but that at least another hundred 
million dollars shall be subscribed as a non-interest bearing loan to put our help- 
less masses on their feet on a sound economic basis. And while with these 
millions anew Jewish Poland, a new Jewish Galicia or Lithuania, was being 
created, there could at the same time, it was suggested, be created a new 
Palestine. That scheme will go through, for their American brothers were not 
only dreamers but doers, and in this way some part at least of the Pinsker dream 
might become reality. 3 
Judaism alone in the world, said’ Mr. Zangwill in conclusion, is without a 


policy, though now I am glad to say there are substantial signs of universal 
agreement in the programme of 


EQUAL RIGHTS EVERYWHERE, 


and no substantial disagreement with a supplementary Palestine plank. I am 
much struck by the remark of a famous Hindoo nationalist, Lajpat Rai, in a 
book which he has just published in New York, Nine years ago Lajpat Rai was 
deported from India as a dangerous agitator for Home Rule, but being allowed 
by the wisdom of Lord Morley to return, he devoted himself to mere social and 
religious activity. Now, however, in his book, he writes as if those nine years 
were wasted, for he has discovered, or re-discovered, that without Nationalism the 
character of a people is “emasculated.” ‘‘ Nationalists,” he says, “maintain that 
the first condition of life—life with respect and honour, life for profit and 
advantage, life for progress and advancement—is political freedom. Life without 
that is no life. It is idle, therefore, to think of matters which are manifestations 
or developments or embellishments of life.” The Jewish problem is infinitely 
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more complex than the Indian, for the people are not upon aland. But political 
freedom at least they must have, in whatever land. And whether in Russia or in 
Palestine freedom can only come to those who demand it, for even 


ine ve if conferred 
as a gift it would be spiritually barren, The only formula of salvation is, as the 
great Jew we are honouring to-night rightly perceived, auto-Emancipation. 


Dr. WEIZMANN, in his address on Pinsker, reviewed the period in which he 
lived and the circumstances which had led him to come to the only conclusion which 
was possible to arrive for any honest thinking and feeling Jew. The speaker dwelt 
exhaustively on the small booklet ‘Auto-Emancipation,” whieh was destined to 
become historic, Pinsker diagnosed the Jewish disease in a most scientific Way. 
He was well equipped for that purpose, because he was the patient as well as the 
doctor. Dr. Weizmann went on to emphasise the fact that everything that was - 
written by Pinsker in 1882 was applicable to the presenttime. EH 
the rashness of the Jew, his intellectual lack of stability as well as his physical 
mobility. He had lost all individuality and was all adaptability. Intellectually 
as well as materially he was the middleman, exchanging great ideas in small 
currents. It is all mere accident lacking a definite aim, a sound tradition. 
It merely depended whether he wa; an English Jew, a French or German 
Jew, The very activity of the Jew had become a curse to the Jewish people 
because it was at the cost of his Jewish national individualitv. Such a condition 
was inevitable as long as the Jews were landless. It appeared very simple but 
Jews had become so subtle that they failed to see the most obvious. In con- 
clusion, Dr. Weizmann said that Pinsker like Herz! later, started with some 
gigantic scheme, but he realised that conditions must be taken into account and 
instead of the vague large scheme of mere territorialism he became President of 
the Odessa Chovevi Zion, for which he worked hard till his death. Like Herzl, 
too, he first appealed to the Western Jews, to the rich, the magnates, but he too 
soon realised that the salvation of the Jews must come through the people itself, 
hence his close identification with the work of Eastern Jewry. 

A discussion followed in which Mr. Leon Simon took strong exception to 
some of Mr. Zangwill’s remarks about Zionism. Mr. A. Lewis also criticised 
the Chairman's attitude towards Zionism. 

Mr. ZANGWILL said that Dr. Weizmann'saddress was one of the profoundest 
he had listened to, particularly his characterisation of the mobility of a certain 
type of Jew. In answer to some of the criticisms directed against him, he said 
that he had not left Zionism, but Zionism had left itself. It had changed. May- 
be the change was for good, a quite necessary evolution. But then it was not 
fair to charge him with having left the movement. Mr. Simon had given them 
a sober view of Zionism, a kind of “ spiritual Zionism,” which it might be necessary 
to consider as to whether it was a solution of the Jewish question. There might 
even be the possibility, and they had to face it though it was appalling, that there 
was no solution to the Jewish problem, At all events, Jews ought to try to keep 
away from suicide. He heartily thanked the lecturer for his address. 

Dr. WEIZMANN. in thanking Mr. Zangwill, whom he often opposed and who 
was always an honest opponent, said that from the Dreamer of the Ghetto they 
expected more than the mere biological statements to which the Chairman referred 
in relation to Palestine, apart from the fact that even biologically he was not quite 
accurate in his statement. However, he felt sure that a great Jew like Zangwill 
would not stay away when the moment arrived for the Zionist ideal to be realised. 
It was unimaginable that then Israel Zangwill should not be there, 


MEETING IN THE EAST END. 
ADDRESSES BY THE HAHAM AND M. SOKOLOW., 


On Sunday evening the 25th anniversary of Pinsker was celebrated in the 
East End at the Monnickendam Rooms under the combined auspices of the 


He laid stress on 


West End Hebrew Circle andthe East End Zionist Association. The HAHAM,— 


presided and the principle speaker was M. NAHUM SOKOLOW. 
Dr. GASTER opened the proceedings in Hebrew, explaining the purpose of 
the gathering which was to commemorate one of the leaders of the Jewish 


National Movement—Dr. Lev Pinsker. 


M. NAHUM SOKOLOW then addressed the crowded gathering. M. Sokolow 
pictured vividly the thoughts and aspirations of the period of Pinsker's birth, the 
illusions of the Jewish “inteligenzia,” the hope and belief that the salvation of the 
Jewish question would come the moment they became educated and hid Jewish- 
ness when outside the Jewish home. Pinsker was carried away by the stream. 
He believed with the others of his time that internal Jewish reform if not 
total assimilation could be the only panacea of the Jewish problem. Dealing 
with Pinsker’s personality, the speaker said that Pinsker’s depth of feeling 
and his lofty ideals could be seen from his devotion to his profession. He was a 


distinguished medical man, but regarded his call as a priesthood rather than as | 


a profession. His great soul he gave to his people when he arrived at the con- 
clusion that the remedies offered by his contemporaries were mere palliatives. 
His booklet, ‘‘Auto-Emancipation,” was a courageous document. It 
was an historic appeal to the Jews themselves. It was eloquent, and some 
of its passages had a _ prophetic ring about them. It burned with 
holy indignation. M. Sokolow dealt with the question, frequently asked 
how a man with. such a comprehensive and far-reaching mind as that 
possessed by Pinsker could, after formulating such all-embracing solutions to 


the Jewish problems come afterwards to confine his activity to Chovevi Zion, of 


which he was first President. Pinsker realised the needs of the moment. He 
knew that great thoughts are realised through small deeds. Hence his devotion 
to the pioneer work of Jewish colonisation in Palestine. In the name of the 
Zionist Actions Committee” as well’ as on his own behalf, he came to 
honour the memory of Pinsker, which he regarded as but the fulfilment of the 
Commandment “ Honour thy father.” Pinsker indeed was one of the fathers of 
Jewish nationalism. (Cheers.) 

Mr. LEON SIMON read an apology from ‘ Achad-Ha’Am,” who expressed 


- his regret that he was unable, owing to indisposition, to attend the gathering. 


Dr. WEIZMANN delivered a powerful address in Yiddish. — | 

The CHAIRMAN said that he wished to add a few words in English for the 
benefit of those who could not follow the wonderful Hebrew and Yiddish 
speeches that had been given. Jews had no idols. They did not erect monu- 
ments to their dead. The Jewish way was to honour their great men by 


following their example. They came there to refresh their memories by tracing 


the source of the Jewish national movement, and to draw fresh inspiration from 
the source. Dr. Pinsker was one of those national sources. He probed the 
wounds of the Jewish people, and found the true and only remedy. The 
Haham explained the great effect Pinsker's pamphlet had had. on the Jews in 
Rumania. It made anewepoch in Jewish life. For the first time Jews were told 


that the Jewish question must be solved through the Jews themselves and not 


through outside activity. It was the first trumpet-call, the Shofar sound that 
enjoined Jews to close up their ranks, Dr. Gaster then gave some reminiscences 
of the Chovevi Zion movement in Rumania, work in which he had himself 
participated. He urged the gathering to a more intense activity. He 
thought the Jewish masses were not sufficiently active. This was a great 
moment in their history. There was to be a Peace Conference. Were the Jews 
prepared for it? Had they a policy’? Were they going to entrust the interests 
of the Jews in Russia and Rumania to people who knew nothing about 
the conditions of those countries? This was a moment which ought to make them 
think and ponder. The only way to honour the memory of Dr. Pinsker was to 
emulate his example in the love of his people and his devotion to the Jewish 
land, (Applause.)

SECOND ANNUAL MEETING. 
[COMMUNICATED. ] 


The second annual meeting of the Company was held at Gresham House on 
Monday, Mr. Herbert Bentwich, the Chairman, presided. 


The Chairman presented the Directors’ Report, from which it appeared that 
the total number of shares now issued is 182 shares of £10 each as eompared with 176 
at the last account, all allotted in consideration of cash, and of the total! capital value of 
£9,100, The total number of foundation bonds issued is 153 bonds of £10 each as 
compared with 136 bonds at the last account, making the total subscribed under this 
head £1,530. The whole of the preliminary expenses incurred in the formation of the 
company having been discharged out of the subscriptions received during the first year 
(including special subscriptions of £110 for this purpose), the expenses of management 
for the past year, during which further subscriptions on shares and bonds were got in to 
the value of £584 16s. 6d., have been reduced toa minimum. The total amount of cash 
received in respect of the shares allotted is £2,068 8s. 5d., as compared with £1,549 188. 5d. 
at the last account; and the total amount of cash received in respect of bonds issued is 
£290 5s. ld. as compared with £223 18s. 7d. at the last account, bringing the total 
receipts from shares and bonds to £2,358 13s. 6d. The funds of the Company (after pay- 
ment gf preliminary and current expenses) are invested, pending opportunities becoming 
available for their use in the acquisition of lands in Palestine tor the purposes of the 
Company, in Government Stock, producing a substantial income available for the fixed 
charges of the Company during the war. | 


The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the accounts, congratulated the 
shareholders on the improvement shown in the figures as compared with those of 
the previous year, 
been fully paid up, the Company would actually have been ina position to show 
a’profit on its invested funds, and steps were now being taken to diminish the 


amounts of the arrears which had grown up in some districts owing to the new | 


conditions created by the war. Asa matter of fact, the proportion of arrears in 
the London district was only sixteen per cent. of the total amount payable, 
whereas in. Manchester and Liverpool it had gone up to over thirty per cent., but 
steps had already been taken there by the formation of:a special Committee of 
the Board (consisting of Messrs. Samuel J. Cohen, Harry Sacher and H. Roskin) 
to supervise the collections there, and it was confidently anticipated that the bulk 
of the amount outstanding would soon be got in. In another-district (Glasgow) 
a special effort was being made locally to prevent the accumulation of arrears, 
and the members of one of the Beacons (the Judas Maccabeus Beacon) had 
actually agreed to a voluntary levy on their members for the creation of a fund 


to keep up their payments on the shares held by theminthe Company. The 


amounts due on the shares and bonds subscribed now represented a total of over 
£3,000, and it was very desirable that the whole of this money should be avail- 
able for the purchase of land in Palestine, which could be made most favourably 
immediately after the cessation of the present hostilities. The success of the 
Company in the future would largely depend upon what it was prepared to do 
in the way of land purchase at that auspicious moment, and the Directors relied 
on the co-operation of all those who were interested in the Company to put them 
in a position to make a purchase of a large area of land at that time. 

Mr. M. E. LANGE, a sharebolder, seconded the motion for the adoption of 
the balance-sheet and report. The motion was carried, together with a further 
resolution for the re-election of the Auditors, Messrs. Blandford, Lawrence and 
Hann. 

Mr. JAMES ROSSDALE: proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, which 
was supported by Mr. M. Bick and carried. The CHAIRMAN, in reply, expressed 
the appreciation of the Board of the admirable services of their Secretary, Mr. 
George H. Lawrence, who had placed them under a considerable débt by. 
reducing the charges for his work to a sum which would keep their accounts on 
the right side during the period of the war, while increasing his efforts to further 


the interests of the Company. |

his ways and make him seek other spheres of humour, 
driven to make a public protest against this Jew-baiting. It was in connection 
with the agitation, in the summer of 1915, for a badge or medal to commemorate 
our captivity. As there were a number of local associations, each of which 
wished a medal with a distinctive design, and as the little South African associa- 
tion contained several Jews, a malicious jester posted an anonymous notice in 
different parts of the Camp, giving as the South African design “ Facade of 
Barrack VI.” and as motto “Jch dien—if released.” The sting contained in those 
last words, that the Jewish prisoners sought theis release by volunteering for the 
German army was more than I could bear, and at the crowded meeting held on 
the Sunday morning on which that notice was displayed I appeared on the platform 
and lashed Out against the anti-Semitic coward who skulked behind anonymity, 
challenging him to step up on the platform and vindicate himself; and the 
silence that at firstensued and the thunderous cheers that followed my defence of 
the Jewish cause showed me at least that the bulk of my fellow-prisoners were 
opposed to the campaign of Jew-baiting. 

When I discussed with a Christian fellow-prisoner, a man of University 
education, the cause of anti-Semitism in the Camp, his only explanation was that 
Barrack VI, was generally regarded as pro-German, owing to the number of 
undoubted pro-Germans that it contained. But when I asked him what that 
number was, and what proportion he thought it bore to the total population of 
the barrack, he admitted that he had not investigated the matter. The ignotance 
of the.Camp on this subject was undoubtedly a source of mischief, and was 
responsible for the stepmotherly treatment of poor Jews by the Relief Committee 
of prisoners. But the military authorities were largely to blame. When, in 
April, 1915, they ordered the segregation of the pro-Germans inall other barracks, 
those in Barrack VI. were allowed to remain, as their removal—so the Acting 
Commandant said—would interfere with the Kosher dinner arrangements: but 
when it wasa case of shifting the Jews from Barrack XXII. to make room for 
the invalid German soldiers, and exposing them to renewed hardships, the 
argument about the Kosber dinner was forgotten. It was the ‘“ thoughtfulness ” 
of the military authorities that engeadered the thoughilessness of the Camp. For 
the fact was that the authorities wers so disappointed at the smail proportion of 
pro-Germans in our barrack, which was much smaller than that in many other 
barracks, that they liked to foster the fiction that Barrack VI. was pro-German. 
And yet there was not a single native of Eagland or of a British colony in our 
barrack who declared himself “deutschgesinnt,” whilst there were several notori- 
ous cases of British-born Christians who openly avowed their pro-German sym- 
pathies, and some of whom (particularly among the Hoppegarten horse-trainers) 
procured their liberation through their sons“ valunteering” for the German 
Army. Even when, in May, 1916, the official inquiry was instituted to ascertain 
what pro-Germans were willing to become naturalised in Germany after the war, 
the Acting Commandant could not conceal bis astonishment at the very small 
number in Barrack VI. who, on family and. business grounds, saw themselves 


compelled to evince a desire to become later the Kaiser's subjects. 


CO-OPERATION IN CAMP ACTIVITIES, 

Segregated though we were, we nevertheless took our full share in the public 
activities and burdens of the Camp, for although our. barrack had a gcod 
sprinkling of tailors, carpenters, cigarette-makers, barbers and miscellaneous 
business-men, we also included a number of talented professional men. Our 
barrack supplied several qualified teachers of languages and science for the Camp 
school; it provided the organiser of the first Camp orchestra, who successfully 
produced Handel's “Messiah” and Verdi's “Requiem”; it contained some 
excellent violinists, a popular actor, a versatile variety artist, and an ‘ingenious 
scene-painter ; it supplied'an expert and honorary meat inspector for the Camp 
kitchen ; it furnished acompstent librarian forthe Reference Library; and it pro- 
vided for several months a Chairman of the Litsrary and Debating Society, who 
organised the Ruhleben Parliamentary By-Election. The Anti-Jewish prejudice 
that I have had to. scourge was fortunately not harboured by the numerous 
academic section in the Camp, and I received an attentive and sympathetic hear- 
ing when I read (by request) chapters from my “ Jewish Life in Modern Times,” 
at meetings of the Historical Circle aud the Social Problems Circle. But, 


unhappily, agreat number cf the Jewish prisoners were exposed from the very _ 


first to spasmodic baiting. Anti-Semitism is cruz] enough to the Jew in freedom, 
who can shun it or shelter himself from its blows; but in a prison camp, from 
which there is no escape, it makes the Jew drink the cup of bitterness to the 
dregs. 


MR. ISRAEL COHEN'S LECTURING TouUR.—Owing to special festivities planned 
this week by the military authorities at the Shoreham Camp, Mr. Israel Cohen has post- 
poned his visit until the Ist of January, when he will deliver his illustrated lecture, 
“Nineteen Months in the Ruhleben Prison Camp,” on three consecutive evenings. At 
the tecture that he will give on Thursday evening, the 28th inst., at the Hampstead Con- 
servatoire, Mr. Cohen will show, among others, a number of slides illustrating the 
lighter side of Ruhleben life, including the Parliamentary by-election, which he organised 
in the summer of 1915, and a pantomime production, with-a maie Cinderella. In his 
lecture on Sunday afternoon, the 31st, at the Hackney Empire, when the Chief Rabbi 
will preside, Mr, Cohen will naturally deal with some of the Jewish aspects of camp life. 
Those—and they should be many—-who intend being present at either of these two 
lectures to be given in London will be well advised to reserve their seats to prevent 


disappointment at the doors.

Musical Notes. 


Mr. A. M. FRIEDLAADER, of 88, Sutherland Avenue, W., writes to us in reference 
toaremark made >y Miss Azulay at the Jewish Historical Concert to the effect that 
“it would be seen that the earliest examples were by composers who lived in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century, there was not a single Jewish composer's name in the 
brilliant epoch which occurred a century before, and the reason was not far to seek. It 
was necessary to go back.more than 1,700 years, when the Jews were pre-eminent in 
music,” that there lived during the latter part of the sixteenth and the beginning of the 
seventeenth century a very e..inent composer, Rabbi Salomo de Rossi. His monu- 
mental work being “Shir Ha Shirim asher le-Shelomeh” (Venice 1622). The Jewish 
Encyclopaedia state: “It has been said that Leon. of Modena and other Italian Rabbis 
were influenced by Rossi when they issued their letter (1605) authorising the introduc- 
tion into the synagogue of mensurate and polyphonic music.” 


This week sees practically the end of ‘the first winter quarter of the musical season; 
and a most successful one it has been, despite the difficulties of conveyance and fighting. 
Orchestral music has been especially well represented by the performances of the 
Queen's "all Orchestra, the Syinphony Orchestra, and the concerts of the Royal 
Philharmonic Society. | 


At theannual concert givenin honour of that mostable manager, Mr. Robert Newman, 
at Queen’s Hall last week, a programme was given the most memorable feature of which 
was the performance of Bach's Concerto No. 2,in C major for two pianofortes and 
orchestra, with Mr, William Murdoch and Mr. Benno Moisewitsch as soloists. The two 
artists played with a perfection of ensemble and fascinating expression of tone which 
made their interpretation one of intellectual delight. Paganini’s Concerto in D 
major was given by M. Melsa. 
Egmont Overture, Schubert's dainty ballet music from Rosamunde, Mozart's Minuet 


in D, anda Wagner group. Miss Rosina Buckman sang the Aria from Verdi's ‘ Aida,” 
“ Ritorna Vincitor.” 


The vocal recital given by Mme. Jeanne Jouvre at -“olian Hall on Thursday week 
proved most enjoyable, and it is rare that so auspicious a début is made, Mme. Jouvre 
has a rich and powerful contralto voice of remarkable compass and even qua‘ity, 
and was heard to best advantage in Augusta Holmes’ “L'Heure de 
Pourpre,”’ and the beautiful “Printemps qui Commerce’’ of Saint Saéns. 
Throughout the programme she revealed a sound technique. Pleasing variety was 
lent by the orchestra, conducted by M. Rene Ortmans, their performance including 
new works of Hollander, which proved dainty and appropriate. Given in such a good 


cause as the funds of St. Dunstan's Hostel for our blinded soldiers and sailors, the piano- 


forte recital of Miss Marion Keighley Snowden, given on Tuesday week at the A¢olian 
Hall, proved highly successful. An ambitious programme was presented by the player, 
but was clearly well within her grasp, and her technical powers completely justified her 
choice of works. These included Beethoven's Sonata in A flat, Op. 110, Scriabine’'s 
complicated Nocturne for the left hand, and other difficult works of Ravel, Gliere, 
Medtner, Rachmaninoff, Chopin, and Debussy, the latter's Suite “ Children’s Corner,”’ 
being given.
